Single-Member Committee of Privileges.—On the 18th December, 1959, the 
Speaker read out a letter addressed to him by the Deputy Speaker regarding the issue 
which had been referred to the Committee of Privileges relating to the publication of

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR UNDER RULE 171-A(2) 


(Read in the House on 23rd December, 1959) 


D.O. No. 16349, dated the 21st[23rd December, 1959, from the 
Governor , Punjab, to the Speaker, Punjab Vidhan Sabha 


Kindly refer to your D.O. Letter No. 14-PLA-59/43317, dated the 16th De- 


cember, 1959, on the subject of substantial difference in section 5 of the Punjab 
Mand. Towns (Development and Regulation) Bill, 1958, as passed by the Vidhan 
Sabha and as reported by the Hindi Regional Committee. I have carefully con- 
sidered the implications of the disputed provision as in the note* attached and I 
recommend that the Bill be peed in the form in which it has been passed by the 
Vidhan Sabha. | 


*The note referred to in the message appears on page 9 infra. 
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NOTE (REFERRED TO IN THE MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR) 


| “Section 5 of the Bill as referred by the Punjab Vidhan Sabha to the Regional Committees 
. ran as follows :— | | 


é *5. Administrator's powers to sanction or refuse erection of buildings and presumption 
td of sanction :— | 


(1) The Administrator shall refuse to sanction the erection of any building in contra- 
vention of any rules made under sub-section (2) of section 4. 


(2) The Administrator may refuse to sanction the erection of any building for any rea- 
son which in his judgment would defeat the purpose of this Act or any rule made 
thereunder. | | 


(3) The Administrator shall, in every case, communicate the sanction or rejection ofa 
building application within sixty days of its receipt: = 


Provided that an application shall be deemed to have been sanctioned if it is not re- 
jected within the aforementioned period except where the land to be built upon 
belongs to or vests in the Government and the proposed building does not 
contravene the provisions of any rules made under this act.” 


2. The Hindi Regional Committee suggested the following amendments therein :— 
(a) The proposed sub-section (2) was omitted. 


(b) The proviso to proposed sub-section (3) was omitted and the balance renumbered as 
sub-section (2). 


(c) A new sub-section as below was added :— 


Y | **(3), Where no communication is received by the applicant from the Administrator 
within the period specified in sub-section (2), the application shall be deemed to 
have been sanctioned and the applicant may, after giving fifteen days' notice to 
the Administrator, erect or re-erect the building in accordance with the building 
application submitted by him to the Administrator for sanction notwithstanding 
that such erection or re-erection contravenes the rules made under section 4. 


3. The Bill was recommitted to the Hindi Regional Committee twice again and still no 
further change in their original advice was agreed to by them. The Bill as adopted by the Vidhan 
Sabha contains the section as recommended by the Hindi Regional Committee with the addition of 
a proviso under sub-section (3) as reproduced below :— 


"Provided that when the Administrator modifies the building application within such | 
fifteen days and communicates the modification to the applicant, the appli- 
cant shall erect or re-erect the building in accordance with such modification". 


4. The effect of this legislation will be that a period of sixty days is allowed to the Adminis- 

trator to come to a decision regarding acceptance or rejection of a plan for erection or re-erection of 

à building submitted by any party and in the event of no decision being communicated to the party 

within the said period, the party is entitled to undertake the proposed construction after giving 15 

days notice to the Administrator. It is obvious that during these 15 days, construction shall not be 

started. If, on receipt of this notice, the Administrator is to do nothing whatsoever then what is the 

° purpose of the notice being given to him. It is obviously intended to make him aware of the fact 

that either through negligence or some other cause, he has failed to come to a decision on the ori- 

ginal application, or failed to communicate the decision to the party in time. Thus the Administrator, 

having been . awakened to his responsibility has to act quickly and communicate to the party 

concerned within the period of notice his decision on the original application whether arrived at 

^ already or taken during this period of 15 days. The right to take a decision includes the right to 

A make any modifications in the plans submitted, if therefore, any modifications are communicated 

- to the party during the period of notice, the right of the party to erect or re-erect the building in 

accordance with the original application is no longer there. In this context, the proviso added by the 

Punjab Vidhan Sabha is not only extremely desirable but practically essential and in a sense it brings 

out clearly what was left implicit. Therefore, I do not share the opinion of the Hindi Regional Commit- 

(ee that section 5 as recommended by them and without this proviso should serve the purpose. A 

big lacuna in the law will be left if this proviso is not there and the provision for a period of 15 days 
notice to the Administrator would also in that event appear to be redundant and meaningless.””

RESOLUTIONS 


I (OFFICIAL) 


The following Official Resolutions were moved on the 18th -December, 
1959, by the Finance Minister and were carried:— 


(1) “That this House ratifies the amendment to Article 334 of the Consti- 
tution of India, proposed to be made by the Constitution (Eighth 
Amendment) Bill, 1959, as passed by the two Houses of Parliament.” 


Three Members from the opposition and four members from the Treasury 
Benches including the Minister for Finance took part in the discussion and spoke 
for 23 and 25 minutes, respectively and the Resolution was carried. 


(2) "Whereas it has been experienced that in a number of cases Govern- 
ment dues either in the form of arrears of income-tax or over-issue 
of pay or leave-salary or accumulated arrears of house-rent in res- 
pect of Government accommodation occupied remain outstanding 
against Government servants when they are retired; 


And whereas under the existing law Government dues cannot be recovered 
from the pension of the retired Government servants; 


And whereas the non-payment of such dues also results in withholding of 
sanction to the grant of pension for want of ‘No Demand Certi- 


ficate”; 


And whereas the only remedy is to amend the Pensions Act, 1871, empower- 
ing the Government to make recoveries of established Government 


= | dues from the pension; 


And whereas the Pensions Act, 1871, does not apply to the territories which 
- immediately before the Ist November, 1956, were comprised in the 
State of Patiala and East Punjab States Union; 


And whereas it appears to this Assembly to be desirable that Parliament 
should re-enact the Pensions Act, 1871, which should iter alia apply 
to the territories which immediately before the Ist November, 
1956, were comprised in the State of Patiala and East Punjab States 
Union and also provide for making recoveries of States dues from 
the pension; 

Now, therefore, this Assembly hereby resolves in pursuance of Article 252 
of the Constitution that the matters aforesaid in so far asthey are matter with res- 
pect to which Parliament has no power to make laws for the State may be regulated 
in this State by Parliament by law and for this purpose the Pensions Act, 1871, may 
be re-enacted by the Parliament.”

Notices of 25 adjournment motions were received on different dates from 
different Members (see Table below).

1 relating to the activities of intruders in the area of Kangra District adjoining the 
China border was ruled out of order on the ground that the matter was beyond 
the purview of the State Government ; 1 relating to the failure of the Government 
to arrest the culprits in the Passport Scandal Case was ruled out of order on the 
ground that the matter was not of recent occurrence, nor was it within the cogni- 
zance of the State Government as it related to the Government of India; 1 relating 
to the plight of privately-managed institutions was ruled out of order on the ground 
that the matter was not within the cognizance of the State Government; 1 relating 
to the soaring prices of the Sugar was ruled out of order on the ground that the 
matter was not of recent occurrence and that it could be discussed on a resolution; 
1 on the same subject was ruled out on the basis of the earlier decision; 1 relating 


. to the wrong language policy of the Government, was ruled out of order on the ground 


that the matter was not of recent occurrence and that a notice of a resolution to 
discuss it, could have been given; 1 relating to the collection of small savings under 
undue pressure by the officials, was ruled out of order on the ground that a resolu- 
tion could have been moved for discussing the matter; 1 relating to the death of 
Shri Ladha Ram, Ex-Secretary, Congress Committee, Hoshiarpur, was ruled out 
on the ground that the death of an individual could not form the subject matter of 
an adjournment motion and that the matter related to the ordinary administration 
of law; 1 relating to the hunger-strike by students of the Arya Medical School, 
Ludhiana, was ruled out of order on the ground that hunger-strike could not be the 
subject of an adjournment motion and that the institution was a statutory body; 
1 relating to the declaring of Village Pai, Tehsil Kaithal, District Karnal, as a dis- 
turbed area was ruled out of order on the ground that the matter dealt with a parti- 
cular village and particular communities and that it was neither of recent occurrence 
nor of public importance but related to an ordinary administrative matter; 1 rela- 
ting to the refusal of the Government to change the timings of the Courts and offices 
was ruled out of order on the ground that it related to an ordinary administrative 
matter; and the remaining 1 relating to a prominent congress worker being 
manhandled was ruled out of order on the ground that it was not of public impor- 
tance and that it dealt with an individual and that legal remedies were available 
for its redress.

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OBSERVATIONS MADE BY THE SPEAKER ON 21ST DECEMBER, 1959, REGARDING THE 
APPOINTMENT OF AN AD-HOC RULES COMMITTEE 


I have no objection to our Rules of Procedure being revised again. But, 
if the hon. Member quotes the House of Commons in regard to a particular 
matter then he should also be prepared to follow other things in vogue there. Some- 
time back I visited Ceylon and stayed there for about a week. The Parliament 
of that country has also provided certain restrictions in its Rules of Procedure- 
pertaining to the moving of no-confidence motions against the Ministry. When 
a motion of this kind was moved in that Parliament, I was present there to watch z 
its proceedings. On the next day another motion expressing want of confidence 
in the Minister of Justice was moved. And on the day when I had to leave that 
country, I learnt that a no-confidence motion was intended to be moved against 
the Speaker as well. When I reached India, I read in the newspapers that the : 
Minister there had resigned. All I mean to say is that whether the number is 
less or more all that counts is the spirit which makes the members to observe 
the rules with responsibility or abuse them. Well, the Leader of the Opposition 
has laid stress on the fact that there isa pressing need for the modification of the 
present Rules of Procedure of this House. In this connection, I may tell him 
that sometime ago, a Rules Committee was constituted for the purpose of making 
a thorough scrutiny of the Rules of Procedure and Conduct of Business in this 
Legislative Assembly. This Committee included Members from both the Opposi- 
tion groups and the Treasury Benches. They worked for several months and 
after careful consideration modified many of the old Rules.

The hon. Members would perhaps remember that before integration with 
Pepsu, when this House consisted of 126 Members, leave to move a no-confidence “t 
motion in the Ministry required the support of at least thirty-five Members. But, | 
now when the membership of this House was raised to 154, the number of Members 
necessary for leave being granted has been increased from thirty-five to forty-five. 
The report containing the recommendations of that Committee was placed before 
this House and was approved by it. So the present Rules of Procedure are not 
very old as the hon. Member thinks. These were rather subjected to careful 
scrutiny only four years ago. Experience shows that when the strength of the 
Opposition dwindles down, then they ask for a reduction in the number of Members 
required for leave being granted in the case of adjournment motions. But does 
it not mean that when their strength increases, they should ask for an increase in 
the number of Members for this purpose ? I may tell them that the business of 
the House cannot be carried on if Rules are changed so often. I, however, want 
them particularly to pay careful attention to the procedure relating to the asking 
of. questions and putting supplementaries thereon and moving of adjournment 
motions. Any one who reads yesterday’s newspapers, will get the impression that 
Chaudhri Balbir Singh wanted to move an adjournment motion about a private 
institution, but it was ruled out of order. Strictly speaking, no old Member 
who is fully conversant with the Rules would have done like that. What impres- k 
sion would the people, who have come from outside, carry from the supplementaries 
which were asked today ? I want the supplementaries to be more responsible. 
So if the hon. Members promise not to disregard the Rules ina desire to play to 
the gallaries and realise their responsibility, then I would appoint an Ad-hoc Com- ^ | 
mittee, which may examine the Rules of Procedure in relation to the numbers necessary e 
for adjournment motions and no-confidence motions. Whatever recommenda- 
tions are made by such a Committee, these would be adopted if the House approves.

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POINTS OF ORDER AND DECISIONS THEREON

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GOVERNOR’S ADDRESS 


The Governor addressed members of both the Houses assembled together ` 
on Monday, the 15th February, 1960, at 3.00 p. m. 


The Speaker laid a copy of the Governor’s Address before the Sabha on 
the 17th February, 1960. 


The motion of Thanks on the Address was moved by Chaudhri Sri Chand, 
and seconded by Sardar Ram Dayal Singh, on the 17th February, 1960. It 
was discussed on the 17th, 19th, 22nd and 23rd February, 1960, for 199 minutes 
(Treasury 120 minutes and Opposition 79 minutes), 204 minutes (Treasury 
142 minutes and Opposition 62 minutes), 202 minutes (Treasury 141 minutes 


and Opposition 61 minutes) and 252 minutes (Treasury 199 minutes and 


Opposition 53 minutes), respectively. 


Forty-four members took part in the discussion, 13 from the Opposi- 
tion and 31 from the Treasury Benches speaking for 255 minutes and 602 
minutes, respectively. 


Eighteen amendments, five by the Opposition and thirteen by the 
Treasury Benches were moved to the motion. Nine of the latter were, by leave, 
withdrawn. Nine (four from Treasury and five from the Opposition) were 
lost.

(1) On 18th February, 1960, by Pandit Ram Kishan Bharolian that :— 


“This Assembly recommends to the Government to appoint a Com- 
mittee including representatives of all sections of the House 
and Agricultural workers to enquire into the working of the 
Minimum Wages Act, 1948, and to suggest suitable amend- 
ments thereto with a view to making it applicable to agri- 
cultural labourers in the State”. 


The mover while moving spoke for 21 minutes. All the amendments 
to this resolution were moved.

12. (1) Extension of time for the Submission of the Report of the Ad hoc 
Committee on Rules.—On the 29th February, 1960, the Deputy Speaker moved 
the following motions :— 


“That the time fixed for presenting the Report of the Ad hoc Com- 
mittee on Rules constituted on the 23rd December, 1959, to con- 
sider the Rules of Procedure and Conduct of Business in the 
Punjab Legislative Assembly so far as they relate to the number 
of Members required for leave being granted to discuss adjourn- 
ment and no-confidence motions, when in order, be extended 
by one month, i.e., up to the 29th March, 1960.” 


The motion was put and carried by the House the same day. 


(11) On the 15th March, 1960, the Deputy Speaker presented the Report 
of the Committee. The Speaker observed that the Report , which was unani- 
mous, would remain laid on the Table for three days and thereafter the re- 
levant Rules of Procedure and Conduct of Business in the Punjab Legislative 
Assembly would be amended. No amendment having been received the 
relevant rules were amended by order of the Speaker accordingly.

Notices of 27 adjournment motions were received on different dates 


. from different Members (see table at pages 36 and 37). Out of this one relating 


to the failure of the Government to check the daily rising prices of wheat atta 
forcing the Government to adopt the policy of semi-rationing was ruled out 
of order on the grounds that the matter was not of recent occurrence but a 
continuing one which could be discussed on a resolution and that there would 
be ample opportunities to discuss it during the discussion on the Governor’s 
Address and the Budget and also that the Minister concerned was going to 
make a statement on the food situation in the State ; two on similar subjects 
were not allowed in view of the ruling already given in the matter ;one relating to 
the failure of the Government to make arrangements for the proper supply of 
electric energy to the people of the State resulting in great loss to industries 
was ruled out of order on the grounds that the matter related to the Electri- 
city Board, was not of recent occurrence but a continuing one, and that Mem- 
bers would have opportunities to discuss it during the discussion on the 
Governor’s Address and the Budget and that notice of a resolution could 
have been given on the subject ; three on similar subjects were not allowed 
in view of the ruling already given in the matter ; one relating to the death 
of one Sita Ram, in police custody at Jandiala Guru, Police Station was ruled 
out on the ground that the facts relating to it had been disputed by the Chief 
Minister who had made a statement in this connection ; one relating to 
““apprehension of a large area of the State falling in the grip of famine due 
to inadequate winter rains,” was ruled out on the ground that the matter 
related to an act of God and was not within the cognizance of the Minister ; 
one relating to the scarcity of slack coal resulting in mass scale unemploy- 
ment of brick-kiln workers, was ruled out on the grounds that the motion 
was not accompanied by an explanatory memorandum, the matter was not 
of recent occurrence and that the Members would get opportunities to discuss 
the matter during the discussion of the Governor’s Address and the Budget ; 
one relating to the presence of a Minister’s car at a wine shop at Village Dyalpur 
and purchase of two bottles of liquor by an inmate of the car, was ruled out 
on the grounds that the matter related to an individual case; one relating to the 
transfer of 31 villages of Karnal District to Patialaand Ambala Districts was 
ruled out on the ground that the matter related to administrative adjustment 
and could be raised during the discussion of the Governor’s Address and the 
Budget ; one relating to the removal of the “Guru Granth Sahib”” and “the 
Hindu Idols” by the police at Jullundur forcibly, was ruled outon the ground 
that the matter related to places which were under the management of the 
Rehabilitation Department of the Government of India; one relating to the 
rustication and arrest of the former two students resulting in a general strike 
in the Mahendra College, Patiala, was ruled out on the grounds that it was 
not accompanied by an explanatory memorandum and was vague; one relat- 
ing to the failure of the Government in not consulting the Advocate-General 
in the matter of filing an appeal against the Judgement in the Karnal Triple 
Murder case reSulting in the resignation submitted by the Advocate-General 
as a protest, was ruled out on the grounds that it related to an administrative 
matter and it was for the Government to decide whom it should consult in 
a particular matter ; one regarding the auction of evacuee agricultural lands 
in possession of eligible tenants of Narnaul area, despite Government noti- 
fication extending the last date for payment of prices of such unallotted lands 
was ruled out on the ground that the matter related to Government of India ; 
one regarding the strike against the policy of the Government in levying sales 
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tax on the utensils made of copper and brass, was ruled out on the ground 
that there would be ample opportunities to raise the matter during the dis- 
cussion of the Budget ; one relating to the total lockout of textile and power- 
loom factories at Ludhiana against the declared policy of the Government 
resulting in unemployment of over 5 thousand workers, was ruled out on the 
ground that the matter could be raised during the general discussion of the 
Budget ; one relating to the disturbance at Patiala and the beating of a P. S. P. 
worker by the police and one relating to the failure of the police to take usual 
precautions for avoiding a breach of the peace on the Holi Festival in 
Patiala City, etc., were ruled out on the ground that Members would get 
opportunities to raise the matter during the course of discussion of the demand 
relating to General Administration and Police and at. the time of considera- 
tion of the Appropriation Bill. Seven were not mentioned by the Speaker in 
the House in view of the decision announced by him on 16th March, 1960, 
that only those adjournment motions would be mentioned in the House 
which were held in order and that Members whose adjournment motions 


were not mentioned, could f ind c out the reasons for their being disallowed from 
him in his Chamber.

OBSERVATION MADE BY THE SPEAKER ON THE 19TH FEBRUARY, 
1960 REGARDING SUPPLEMENTARY QUEFSTICMS 


Before the next question is taken up, 1 would like to inform the hon. 
Members that in the Parliaments of Australia and the United Kingdom not 
more than two or three supplementaries are put on any one question. The 
supplementaries are strictly within the scope of the main question and there 
is always a link between them. For this purpose the Members of the party 
work in a team spirit. When a Member puts one supplementary, it is followed 
up by another Member and carried on by yet another. But here, any Member 
who is given an opportunity to ask a supplementary question tries to mono- 

polise the right of asking supplementaries and there is no limit. The result 
is that our questions are in heavy arrears. We are still stuck up with the list 
of questions for the 17th instant. We should try to regulate the asking of 
supplementaries. Only such supplementary- questions should be put which- 
would elicit important, yet relevant, information. Supplementaries should 
not be in the nature of cross-examination. There is a tendency in that direc- 
tion and it must be checked. 


OBSERVATION MADE BY THE SPEAKER ON THE 16TH MARCH, 1960 
REGARDING PROCEDURE TO BE ADOPTED IN CONNECTION 
WITH MOVING OF ADJOURNMENT MOTIONS 


As a result of the decision taken in the ad hoc Committee on Rules, the 
number of Members required to support an adjournment motion and a 
No-confidence motion will be reduced. At the same time certain restrictions 
will be imposed on the hon. Members giving notices of adjournment motions. 
Only those adjournment motions shall be taken up in the House which the 
Speaker considers to be in order or regarding which he has to make some en- 
quiries. Those hon. Members whose adjournment motions find no mention 
in the House can by all means come to the Speaker's Chamber and talk to him 
in that connection. It will not be obligatory on the Speaker to mention each 
and every adjournment motion notice of which has been given in the House. 
This practice shall be followed from now on. 
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OBSERVATION MADE BY THE SPEAKER ON THE 23RD MARCH: 
1960 REGARDING HIS ATTITUDE TOWARDS THE MEMBERS 
OF THE OPPOSITION AS WELL AS THE TREASURY BENCHES 


Hon. Members, as today is the final day of the Budget. 1 would like to 
make a few observations in connection with the discussion that has taken 
place on the Budget so far. During the course of this discussion there has 
been a good deal of heat. The climax was, however, reached yesterday when 
the Leader of the Opposition for whom I have had great affection and whom 


| have always held in great esteem staged a walk-out. Hon. Members may 


well imagine the distress, I was in when I found that the person, on whom 1 
have been showering affection cold-shouldered me (/aughter). The point at 
issue was whether the Leader of the Opposition should get the same amount 
of time to speak as the Leader of the House. The Leader of the Opposition’s 
contention was that he should. But I do not accept this contention for many 


“obvious reasons, one of them being that the Leader of the House has to 


answer the criticism of a large number of Members and as of necessity he re- 
quires more time than any of the others. The Leader of the Opposition does 
not have to perform such a duty—hence the claim to an identity of treatment 
in the matter of time by the Leader of the Opposition with the Leader of the 
House is by the nature of things unsustainable. 


The second contention was that the Opposition Party should get the same 
length of time for making speeches as the party in power. Neither is this 
contention valid because the time of the House is allotted to Members who 
catch the eye of the Speaker and not to parties. Nevertheless I have even in 
this regard been doing my best to accommodate the Opposition Party and the 
Opposition Groups as the House is well aware: 


If, however, the Leader of the Opposition is not in agreement with my 
views and wishes to convince me to th» contrary, I am willing to be convinced 
on the basis of precedents and authority. He may kindly come to my Chamber 
and discuss the matter with me. Let him cite any precedent from the House 
of Commons or from the Lok Sabha or any State Legislature. [assure him 
that 1 will accept any practice which is most favourable to the Opposition. 


I had so far felt happy that the Opposition in this House was fully satis- 
fied and I had spared no pains in my constant effort to satisfy them. Yet 
yesterday’s incident has caused me bitter disappointment. Hon. Members 
can well imagine the disappointment of a person who gets a kick from one 
whom he has held in great affection. (laughter) 


This House has 154 Members out of whom the Treasury Benches claim 
124 and the Opposition only 30. In other words the strength of the Opposi- 
tion is one-fourth of the Treasury Benches. It is but fair that they should only 
claim time in the same proportion. This means that for every four Members 
speaking from the Treasury Benches, only one may speak from the Opposi- 
tion. As you all know I did not stick to this matter of arithmatic. I have 
been calling Members in the ratio of 2 : 1 and yet they are not satisfied. 


Then there are certain groups in the Opposition and [ have to accommo- 
date them also. 


I have had the time given to both sides of the House —À It is 
here with me and if anyone has any doubt regarding the allocation of time they 


AV 
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can see it. Besides the Leader of the Opposition, I have to accommodate, 
as stated already, the leaders of other groups in the Opposition. For 
instance, I accommodate a Member who speaks first from the Communist 
group and I give him more time than the others. Similarly, I accord a 
similar consideration to the Jan Sangh group. Under these circumstances, the 
House should just imagine the plight of the Speaker. I have arrived at the 
conclusion that the Speaker is a person with whom nobody is pleased and his 
is the most thankless job. Often, “dissidents”? have come to me saying that 
they are being discriminated against ard that they are not given sufficient 
time. I have told them that whatever their politics might be, they had the same 
right to speak as the others and that in my eyes there were no differences between 
Members and Members. l | 


I might tell the House that I have been held responsible for a certain 
category of remarks made by certain Members against certain others. ! 
know this personally and I can even divulge, if the House so desires, the names 
of those who have accused me of this responsibility and the name of the place 
where such ideas were spread. It is most unfair as well as untrue to say 
that speeches which are highly critical of the administration are encouraged 
by the Speaker or that they are made because the Speaker is lenient. May 
lask those who have the effrontery to blame me for the criticism levelled against 
them how [can ensure speeches which are favourable to them. I want 
to make it clear to all, clear beyond any doubt that so long as 1 occupy this 
Chair, I do so neither as a partisan of the Government nor of the Opposition, 
but as one belonging to the whole House (Cheers). Many things are said 
here, some for the Government, some against the Government. Let it be 
understood that I am not concerned with either the one or the other. [ am 
not even interested in the fact as to who are the dissidents and who are the 
loyalists. For me they are all Members and entitled to consideration as such 

nd in no other capacity. 


Now according to our practice the lists of Members desirous of speaking, 
are sent to me by the whips and I have been accommodating the names on these 
lists from both sides of the House. That being so, may I ask how can I pre- 
judge what a Member is going to say in his speech and how is it within my 
competence to persuade a person to speak in favour of or against the adminis- 
tration? Or do those who hold me responsible for the adverse criticism of 
the administration, want me to tell a Member who is criticising, to discon- 
tinue speaking for the simple reason that he is criticising ? The names of 
even such Members as are known to be critical of the Government are in- 
cluded in the lists which reach me from the whips. But if the Government 
whips have the feeling that such, Members will offer adverse remarks against 
the administration why do they include their names in their lists. As usual 
with some people, those who say that the Speaker is responsible, they are only 
shifting the responsibility which legitimately is their own, on to some one else. 
They want someone whom they can blame because their ego does not let them 
think that the fault might be theirs. 


Let me assure you, hon. Members, that 1 come to this House and have the 
honour of presiding over it with a clear conscience. Gurdial Singh Dhillon 
does not come here : the Speaker does. (Hear, hear) Sitting in the Chair and 
performing the high duties you have entrusted to me, 1 recognize neither the 
dissidents, nor the loyalists, nor even the Opposition. I recognize them all as 
honourable and distinguished Members of this August House. . 
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I would like to make one thing clear lest misconception pei vede the think- 
ing of some persons. They should not misconstrue my gentleness and polite- 
ness as my weaknesses. Whatever they may be tempted to think of my 
gentleness, I regard it as one of my virtues and as such strength (Cheers). They 
should not make the mistake of thinking that ] can be browbeaten because ot 
my gentleness. I fear no man. I fear God. He is omnipresent (Cheers 
and renewed cheers). | 


I have said all this from the disiress cf my heart. Pardit Ji is displeased 
with me and he walked out to show his displeasure. The “‘dissidents’’ are 
unhappy with me and from this side of ihe Hcuse it is being said that scm 
things are being done at my instance. My position is likeable to that cf the 
unfortunate person who said :— 


“ar qu db frar ar fer aaa”? (loud laughter). 


So now, ] feel that if I have failed to secure “visale yar” (the prove rbiel near- 
ness of the beloved) then I should, at least, try to please Him. 


J assure the House that while occupyir.g this exalted Cheir, | would do 
everything in my power to enhance the piestige of the Chair. 1 will not let 
personal prejudices or other reasons Sway me (Cheers). 


OBSERVATION MADE BY THE SPEAKER ON THE 25TH MARCH, 
1960, ON THE RECOGNISED OPPOSITION PARTY CEASING 
TO EXIST

The existence of an Opposition is most essential for the successful func- 
tioning of a Democracy. I am of the view that if there is a recognised Oppo- 
sition Party in a House, its work can be accomplished in a very satisfactory man- 
ner. In this House different Opposition Groups coalesced to form an Opposition 

Party and J, keeping in view the necessity of an Oppositicn Party, acccrded 
recognition to it. But I observed thet Members of the different groups in 
the Opposition Party held contrary views and supported different view points 
in the House. Political Science has taught us that the Members belonging 
to any one political party believe in one ideology and in the same principles 
both inside and outside the House. In this way, a Political Party consists of 
homogeneous elements, and experience has shown that this should be so. Now it 
is crystal clear that it is not desireable to accord recognition to an Oppcsiticn 
Party, the Members of which hold divergent views on important matters. In order 
to merit recognition, a party must have Members with one common programme 
and should not consist of heterogeneous sections holdirg divergent views. 
So to form an Opposition Party it would not be sufficient if just two cr threc 
Opposition Groups merely unite and ask for recognition. As I have already 
stated they should have a common programme both inside zrd cutside the 
House and hold similar views on important matters. In future, only that 
party will be recognised as an Opposition Party which functic ns hcmegencusly 
both inside and outside the House. The party which is defunct outside and 
functions only inside the House will not be recognised. I think Pandit Ji 
(Shri Ram Sharma) deserves credit in realising that the Oppositicn Party was 
a heterogeneous body whose Members did not subscribe to one ccmmon 
programme. So far as Lam concerned, I have been giving all possible support 
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to it and as we say in Punjabi giving it ‘props’ to enable it to hold its own so 
that an Opposition Party as such might continue to function as one unit in 
the House. But this, as we see, was not possible. 


OBSERVATION MADE BY THE SPEAKER ON THE 27TH APRIL, 
1960 REGARDING THE GENERAL PURPOSES COMMITTEE 


The other day, I announced my intention of setting up a *General Pur- 
posss Committee. Today I have nominated the Members who are to serve 
on it. As stated already on that day, such a Committee is functioning not 
only in the Lok Sabha but also in some other State Legislatures. The neces- 
sity for the formation of this Committee has arisen due to the fact that generally 
there is a lack of co-ordination between the various Committees of the House. 
Sometimes it becomes difficult for these Committees to take a decision in a 
matter which falls beyond their purview, because they have defined functions 
to perform. So itis considered desirable to refer such matters to the General 
Purposes Committee for examination and report. This will be a useful Com- 
mittee as all Chairmen of the Committees of the Assembly, Members of the 
Panel of Chairmen and two Members from each of thetwo Regional Committees 
will serve on it. So this Committee will be required to consider all such 
matters as do not fall within the scope of any of the other Commttees. 


OBSERVATION MADE BY THE SPEAKER ON THE 27TH APRIL, 
1960 REGARDING RESCISSION OF A BILL AND A RESOLU- 
TION 


Chaudhri Dharam Singh Rathi has raised a point that the decision of 


- the House on the General Sales Tax (Amendment) Bill be rescinded. In sup- 


port of his contention he has quoted Rule 81 of the Rules of Procedure 
because a substantive motion in the name of the Chief Minister for rescind- 
ing the decision of the House taken at its meeting held on the 21st April, 1960 
in regard to a resolution on the amendment of the Hindu Succession Act, 1956, 
stands on today’s agenda, I may point out that ordinarily seven clear days’ 
notice is needed for such a substantive motion. But since the House is ad- 
journing sine die today and the Government approached me to relax the 
provision in this regard as a special case, I have acceded to their request in 
my discretion. Now Shri Rathi has sought my permission to move a motion 
for the rescission of a decision taken by the House on the General Sales Tax 
(Amendment) Bill. I may tell him that his motion is not in order because 
there are other stages of a Bill after it has been passed by the Assembly. It 
goes to the Council and sometimes again comes back to the Assembly with 
amendments. Then the Bills passed by the two Houses are assented to by 
the Governor/President. It means that there are other stages after a Bill has 
been passed by the Assembly. After a Bill has been passed by the House it 
is no longer in its possession. This particular Bill is now with the Council 
and you can’t rescind a decision unless it is a final decision. The case of a 
resolution is different. When it is passed by the Assembly, it is complete in 
all respects. Therefore, there is no similarity between the motion sought to 
be moved by Chaudhri Dharam Singh Rathi and the Chief Minister.

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Although the former is a good lawyer, yet he has not trieed to understand 


the position in this regard. As I have already pointed out, a Bill passed by 


this House is not final and has to pass through a number of further stages. 
It goes up to the Upper House from where it may be referred back to the 
Assembly. Buta resolution is the final act of the House itself and the House 


may, if it changes its opinion, change the decision taken on a resolution.

It was held that an old practice was being followed. As a matter of fact 
the photographers had been permitted to take photographs in pursuance of 
the practice extending over years which had been started at Simla on the speci- 
fic request of the Members of the House. Butif any departure was to be made 
from this practice then since this matter related to a joint sitting of both the 
Houses the decision of the Legislative Council in this regard was also neces- 
sary. |

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ADJOURNMENT MOTIONS : 

Notices of 23 adjournment motions were received on different dates from 
different Members (see Table below and at page 23 ). Out of these three relating to 
the situation created by floods in different areas in the State were held to be in 
order and discussed on the 24th October, 1960 ; one relating to the order of the 
Government to carry out administrative work upto the district level in Punjabi in 
Gurumukhi script in the Punjabi Region and in Hindi in the Hindi Region was 
ruled out of order on the ground that its subject matter would be discussed on the 
resolution regarding the Ordinance and also because there were other ways of raising 
a discussion on it ; one regarding the failure of the Government to take suitable 
action against certain officials about whom the Judges of the Punjab High Court 
had passed strictures in the Karnal Case “State versus Grewal, etc.” and another 
relating to the killing of i7 tenants by Police firing at Mohangarh on the 7th June, 
1960, were ruled out of order on the ground that the matters were sub judice ; 
another on the subject of police firing at Mohangarh was ruled out on the ground 
that a similar motion had been disallowed earlier ; one relating to a police lathi- 
charge on a peaceful public meeting organised by the Communist Party at Phillaur, 
district Jullundur, one regarding the arrests made under section 144 and the Ordi- 
nance since May, i960, setting up police posts near religious places and deaths 
and casualties by firing at Patiala, etc., and one regarding the deteriorating condition 
of law and order in the State due to communal tension were ruled out on the ground 
that these were not accompanied by explanatory memoranda ; one regarding 
continued policy of indiscriminate firing by the State Police on peaceful citizens at 
places ‘such as Bhatinda Jail, Mohangarh, Faridabad Town and Patiala City, was 
ruled out on the ground that it did not relate to a definite single matter ; one 
regarding the prevention by the Punjab Government of a memorandum on the 
Punjabi-speaking State being presented to the Government of India, etc., was 
ruled out of order on the ground that it was neither accompanied by an explanatory 


memorandum nor did it relate to any single specific matter and that a resolution 
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could be moved on this subject ; one regarding the law and order situation in the 
State, as revealed by the Judgment in the Karnal Triple Murder Case and one re- 
garding the constitutional propriety of the Chief Minister of the State remaining 
as such as a result of the dismissal of the State Government’s Appeal in the Karnal 
Murder Case by the Supreme Court of India were ruled out of order on the ground 
that these involved directly or indirectly the conduct of the Chief Minister which 
could only be discussed on a Substantive Motion ; one regarding the strictures 
against certain officials of the Punjab Government retained by the Supreme 
Court of India in the Karnal Triple Murder Case was also ruled out of order on 
the same ground as the one mentioned above ; one regarding the use of abusive 
language by a Minister towards prominent Harijans and Congress workers was 
ruled out of order as it involved the conduct of a Minister. Six motions were not 
mentioned in the House in view of the decision announced by the Speaker on the 
16th March, 1960, that only those adjournment motions would be mentioned in 
the House which were held in order. One adjournment motion regarding the 
closure of canals in the district of Amritsar causing harm to the sown harvest was 
ruled out of order. The Minister for Irrigation and Power, however, made a state- 
ment on the subject on i5th November, 1960. (See Page 28 infra).

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OBSERVATIONS MADE BY THESPEAKER ON THE 18TH OCTOBER, 1960 
REGARDING PRINTED COPIES OF DEBATES LEFT BY THE MEMBERS 


“< | Hon. Members, I wish to draw your attention to an important matter. 
It has been brought to my notice that a fairly large number of Members do not care 
to carry the printed copies of debates when these are distributed to them in the lobbies. 
Some put their initials in token of having received the debates but do not take the 
same physically while some others leave them in their desks in the Chamber. In this 
way, 330 copies of debates for the year 1958 and 1.128 copies pertaining to the year 
1959 were removed from the lobbies and the Chamber as waste paper. 

The declining interest shown by the hon. Members in their printed word, 
recording of which involves a huge amount of hard and constant labour by a number 

` of officers and the staff of this Secretariat in addition to the enormous amount of 

expenditure incurred on paper and printing is surprising. If this record is to be sold 
in such a large measure as waste paper immediately after having been handed over to 
the Members, then it is time that we should seriously consider the matter. In every 
democratic country Hansards are held in great esteem because they contain a record 
of the deliberations of the chosen representatives of the people. I, therefore, propose 
and if the House agrees that in future, debates be given only to those Members who 
want them and are interested in the publication. The idea in supplying copies of the | 
debates to the Members is that they be put in possession of the record of the delibera- ' 
tions that took place in the House when they had an opportunity to represent the 
people of Punjab in this august body. Those Members who want that they should get 
this publication may please write to the Secretary within a week so that only the 
e required number of copies may be printed and unnecessary expenditure avoided. 


OBSERVATIONS MADE BY THE SPEAKER ON THE 11TH NOVEMBER, 
1960 REGARDING PROCEDURE FOR CONSIDERAITON OF BILLS 
AFTER THE CONSTITUTION OF REGIONAL COMMITTEES 


I find that a number of difficulties have arisen in following the new procedure 
for consideration of Bills after the constitution of the Regional Committees. First 
of all, we have to examine whether a particular Bill is a Regional Bill or not. A 
Regional Bill is first introduced in the Vidhan Sabha and then referred to the Regional 
Committees. Thereafter it is considered separately by the Committees. If necessary, 
it is referred to Sub-Committees/Joint Sub-Committees by the Committees which, 
in turn, submit their reports to the Regional Committees.The Bill is, then, considered 
in detail in the Regional Committees and a report is made to the Vi dhan Sabha, where 
it has again to go through all the stages, and later on again in the Legislative 
Council whose amendments again have to go to the Regional Committees. The 
same process has again to be repeated. Although a Bill is discussed exhaustively and 
the amendments thereto are examined thoroughly in the Regional Committees, yet 
all kinds of amendments are moved again in the Vidhan Sabha. This has resulted in 
complications and repetitions and it needs to be re-examined. I think, we will have 
to think over this point a new in order to overcome the difficulties which have now 
' arisen as a result of this new procedure. 
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In the Assembly I have full powers and we can scrutinize everything properly. 
However, I want to appoint a small Advisory Committee consisting of the Chairmen 
of the Regional Committees and two or three other Members to advise me in 
cases where amendments are made in Bills emerging from Regional Committees: 
whether the amendments have made a material difference or not, sometimes 
it becomes difficult to determine this. Inour State which has Regional Commit- 
tees. this procedure has become complicated, otherwise it is not so in those 
Legislatures where there are no such Committees. The hon. Members, 
therefore, should not insist upon being rigid in such  matters,as we 
are still evolving the procedure. I cannot make any change in the Rules 
relating to the Regional Committees. The hon. Members may bear in mind the 
fact that the procedure of the Regional Committees is quite rigid. Now the 
point is whether when a Bill comes from the Regional Committees, any changes 
can be made init without making the legislative process cumbersome. If not, 
then what is the use of all this discussion except as pastime ? Therefore, 
the hon. Members should speak only after giving the matter careful thought. 
Ifthe House can amend a Bill coming from the Regional Committees without 
any complication, then discussion can serve some useful purpose. Keeping 
this in view they should discuss the Bill. Nobody should remain under the 
impression that procedure is what they were used to. Therefore, all should 
come prepared. 

OBSERVATIONS MADE BY THE SPEAKER ON THE 16TH NOVEMBER, 
1960 REGARDING OBTAINING OF ADDITIONAL ORM SON 
ON QUESTIONS 


Hon. Members, oli like to say that after the reply to a Starred Ques- 
tion has been given, any additional information which is required may be 
obtained through supplementary questions. One Member's thread of questions 
may be taken up by another and so on. This isthe practice ina number of 
Parliaments. No single Member monopolises the time of the House as here. 
Members should, therefore, come prepared. The basic object of supplementary 
questions, as that of any question, is the obtaining of information. Questions 
should not be put to Ministers as though they are in the dock. Ido not 
countenance this way of asking questions and would not permit it in the future.

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OBSERVATIONS MADE BY THE SPEAKER ON THE I6TH NOVEMBER, 


1960 REGARDING CONSTITUTIONAL IMPROPRIETY OF ISSUING 
AN ORDINANCE AFTER SUMMONING THE ASSEMBLY 


I would like to point out that the promulgation of the Punjab Official Lan- 
guages Ordinance was an act of constitutional impropriety. A similar thing 
was done on a previous occasion. I wish that the Chief Minister and other Mem- 
bers of the Cabinet were present to take note of what I say. Whatever may be 
the grounds, it was basically wrong to have this Ordinance issued on the 28th 
September, 1960, after the summons had been issued to the Members on the 
14th September, 1960. Moreover, I was also not taken into confidence. After- 
all, what was the necessity of rushing through the Ordinance a shortwhile after 
the Assembly had been summoned ?

I want to inform the House regarding the Privilege Motion given notice of 
by Chaudhri Inder Singh—that the persons who created disturbance within the 
precincts of the House on the 15th November, 1960, were arrested by the police 
under the standing orders issued by the Speaker. So there is no question of 
breach of Privilege involved init. Even in May’s Parliamentary Practice it 
has been laid down that any person creating disturbance or who is guilty of 
a breach of law and order, at anytime, within the precincts of the House of 
Commons, as happened in the present case, may be arrested. I, therefore, 
do not give consent to it.

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OBSERVATIONS MADE BY THE SPEAKER ON THE 22ND NOVEMBER, 
1960 (AFTERNOON SITTING), REGARDING SETTING UP OF A COM- 
MITTEE TO ADVISE IN THE oo ETC.. OF A LEGISLATIVE 
MEASURE 


Since long I have been thinking about setting up a Committee. I would 


like that this Committee should consist of the Presidents of the Bar Council 


and the Bar Association, the Advocate General, the Legal Remembrancer and 
some leading lawyers. This Committee may be consulted, when necessary 
about drafting, or the language of any legislative measure. I would like to point 
out here that one of the senior Judges of the High Court, Ido not want to men- 
tion his name, complained to me the other day that the drafting of Bills is 
defective and he wanted to know from me as to what procedure should be 
adopted when any defect or lacuna ina Bill came to the notice of the Judges. 


Iconsulted the Speaker of the Lok Sabha inthis matter. He, too, com- 
plained that at the Centre also, the position is not much better. Any defect 
which may have escaped the notice of the Law Department and which may be 


detected atalater stage could be referred to such Committee. The question that. 


would arise is that the members of the proposed committee would naturally 
have to spend some time on this work and it would be necessary to pay them 
some sort of allowance. This is a point which needs a detailed examination. 
Procedure has now become very complicated and it is necessary to devise some 
measures so that there is no undue delay in passing legilslation and the legis- 
lation which is passed, as far as possible, is free from defects. 


Now the difficulty is that if the amendments made by the Council are not 
accepted and the Bill is returned to the Council inthe form in which it was 
passed earlier by this Sabha, there might be a conflict between the two Houses, 
‘but onthe other hand if it is referred tothe Regional Committees, as required 
under the Rules, there would be delay and we do not know in what form it 
would emerge from those Committees.

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OBSERVATIONS MADE BY THE SPEAKER ON THE 22ND NOVEMBER, 
1960 (AFTERNOON SITTING), REGARDING THE UNIVERSITY ACT. 


I would like to make a few observations in connection with the University 
Bill. Shri Maudgil had raised a question of privilege to the effect that a 
Member of the Upper House namely, Bhai Jodh Singh, had, during the course 
of his speech, remarked about the Members of this House “what do they know 
about the University affairs”. This is a reflection on them. I asked Shri 
Maudgil to leave the matter for the present as I wanted to consult the relevant 
proceedings of the Upper House. Ihave read the proceedings and I find that 
the hon. Member has said so in words and in a way which Ido not want to 
repeat. Itis true that we have found a place inthe University Senate under 
a statute. But the Members and the Legislators who are appointed to serve 
on that body are enlightened and well read persons, for instance, Shrimati 
Om Prabha Jain, M.A.,L.L.B., Shri Daya Kishan, S. Kapur Singh, Chairman, 
Council, Shri Sri Chand and myself inthe capacity of Speaker of this House. 
Yam ccnstrained to say that the manner in which this remark was made was not 
proper. But sometimes itso happens that such words escape the lips ot 
a person. The hon. Member is a venerable old man. I do not know what led 
him to use these words. 


The question arose about the nomination of the Chairman and the Speaker. 
to the Senate of the University. With this also arises the question of protocol. 
S. Kapur Singh used to be nominated as such since he was Speaker of the Assem- 
bly. Even the Chief Minister and the Education Minisie: have all along been 
nominated tothat body. When the Chairman and I were nominated, we found 
a strangely indifferent atmosphere towards the Legislator Members of the Se- 
nate. Italked about it to the Chancellor and it changed a little. But on the 
occasion of a Convocation the Chief Minister and the Education Minister were 
seated according to protocol but the Speaker and the Chairman were relegated 
to the third row. When this fact was pointed out by us, then it was stated 
that protocol did not exist, and that we were seated regardless of any protocol. 
That is why we were given a place at some distance from.the Ministers. The 
hon. Minister should have seen that the Speaker and the Chairman were seated 
along with him or he should have taken his seat with us. We are Members 
of the Senate in our public capacity and not as individuals. If the public 
capacity were not involved, I would give the matter no thought but I would 
be the last person to be responsible for lowering the dignity of my office. 
How will the Chancellor remove this discrepancy ? What are his powers in 
this regard ? 


The result is that two years have elapsed since the Chairman and I tendered 
our resignations but so far neither the resignations have been accepted nor the 
indignity removed. Now again we have been nominated. In this connection no 
motion may be brought in this House. Shri Maugdil raised this issue but I asked 
him to leave the matter. Now itis the duty of the Education Minister to get these 
things righted. As for Principal Ralla Ram Ji, he is a learned man. Now it is the 
duty of the Minister for Education to see that the things are set right, and that 
either he occupies his seat along with us or arranges seats for us near him.

If there is no protocol then all should sit together. Why should the hon. 

I would urge upon him to have seat 
with us and then we need not obtain any assurance from anybody.

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RULING GIVEN BY THE SPEAKER ON THE 7TH NOVEMBER, 1960 
REGARDING CERTAIN ADJOURNMENT MOTIONS REQUIRING 
DISCUSSION OF THE SITUATION ARISING OUT OF THE 

* 'KARNAL TRIPLE MURDER CASE. 

On the 25th October, 1960, notices of three adiputumem motions were given 
for discussing the situation arising out of the ‘Karnal Triple Murder Case’. Number 
one was moved by Shri Balram Dass Tandon and Shri Sahi Ram, number two by 
Shri Inder Singh and number three by Shri Dharam Singh Rathi and Chaudhri 
Bharat Singh. As the explanatory memorandum to adjournment motion No. i 
purported in writing to "discuss the strictures against Sardar Partap Singh Kairon” 
I delcared that out of order on the ground that whenever the conduct or character 
of a Minister was involved, according to the Rules the discussion cannot take place 
on an adjournment motion. 


Similarly, the net motion given notice of by Shri Inder Singh 
expressly wanted to discuss “the constitutional propriety of the Chief Minister 
of the State remaining as such as a result of the dismissal of the State Government’s 
Appeal in the Karnal Murder Case by the Supreme Court of India”. This adjourn- 
ment motion too I rejected on the same ground as No. |. 


The adjournment motion given notice of by Shri Dharam Singh Rathi and 
Chaudhri Bharat Singh reads as below :— 


< “To ask for leave to make a motion for the adjournment of the business 
of the House to discuss a definite matter of urgent public impor- 
tance namely, the strictures against certain officials of the Punjab 
Government retained by the Supreme Court of India in the Karnal 
Triple Murder Case by rejecting yesterday the petition filed by the 
Punjab Government for leave to appeal”. 


In the explanatory memoradum of this motion it was stated that, “these 
stricutres have shaken the confidence of the public regarding the Government 
Administration and have brought great disrepute and bad name for the whole 
Punjab Government’. 1 


. The Member giving notice of this motion contended that he had not men- 
tioned the name of any Minister and that it pertained only to the judgment and 
the administration in general. 


[ had held that the matter was both urgent and of public importance, yet 
| had not held the notice in order because I had in my mind strong misgivings 
about its admissibility. I had the feeling that it impinged on the conduct of a 
Minister. As you know, under the Rules of Procedure and Conduct of Business 
in the Punjab Legislative Assembly and also according to the well-established 
parliamentary conventions and practice if the conduct of a Minister or the Ministry 
"` | asa whole is intended to be criticised or censured there are definite forms in which 
| it can be done. It cannot be done on an adjournment motion. An adjournment 
motion is intended to provide the House with an opportunity to interrupt its normal 
proceedings to be able to discuss a matter of recent occurrence and of public impor- 

tance. But it cannot be used as a vehicle for a censure motion. 


In our Rules, the procedure for adjournment motions is given in Chapter 
XIV—Rule 68. It ‘prescribes the conditions which an adjournment motion to 
become admissible must fulfil, and says in sub-rule (ix) :— 


the motion shall not deal with a matter on which a resolution could not 
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and in sub-rule (xiii) it says : 


the motion shall not raise any question which under the Constitution or | 
these rules can only be raised on a distinct motion by a notice given D 
in writing to the Secretary. 


But in cases where the character or the conduct ofa Minister or the Ministry 

as a whole is proposed to be criticized and discussed, it can be done only through ' 
a regular substantive motion which is provided for in Rule 65 in Chapter XIII 
which has its own conditions and pre-requisites governing its admissibility. <A 
censure motion or a no-confidence motion is a substantive motion for the discussion 
of which due notice and opportunity must be given. It would be an abuse of the 
process and procedure of the House ifan adjournment motion which unmistakably 
partakes of the character of a Censure Motion were allowed to be discussed, under 
Chapter XIV and not Chapter XIII, however, urgent and publicly important its 
subject matter may be. For, as I have already said, the Rules prescribe a deftnite 
form in which such a matter may be discussed. 


Shri Rathi’s notice concerns itself with the strictures against certain officials 
of the State Government. If the discussion were confined only to this much, then 
perhaps one may not find fault with it. But in the explanatory memorandum as I 
have already stated above Shri Rathi has extended its scope by saying :— 


These strictures have shaken the confidence of the public regarding the ` 
Government administration and have brought great disrepute and P 
bad name for the whole Punjab Government. 


As I had promised the House I consulted the Advocate-General, who is a non- 
voting Member of this House, and also the Legal Remembrancer to Punjab Govern- 
ment, whose knowledge of the judgments is naturally intimate. I had the feeling 
that the discussion of this matter would inevitably lead to the discussion of the con- 
duct of a Minister, although I had read the judgment in the case very cursorily. 
I am glad to be able to inform you that the Advocate General, the Legal Remem- 
brancer and I have reached unanimously the same conclusion, namely that any 
discussion of the administration and the conduct of the officials will inevitably lead to 
the discussion of the conduct of the Chief Minister and the Government. Further, 
I feel that the contents of the notice of the adjournment motion have the obvious 
object of censuring the conduct of the Chief Minister. What ought to be attempted 
under chapter XIII is sought to be done under Chapter XIV. Such a motion cannot 
be discussed under Rule 66 in Chapter XIV. It should be brought only under 
Rule 65 in Chapter XIII. Since these two aspects of the matter, which from the 
point of view of our Procedure must remain separate and distinct, cannot so 
remain, being bound up with each other inextricably, I regret I must hold the notice ° 
to be out of order. | 
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POINTS OF ORDER AND DECISIONS THEREON 


1. Whether during speeches, reference to such Members by name, as do not 
belong to the Vidhan Sabha and cannot defend themselves, is in order ? 


The Speaker held that it was objectionable and ordered that the portion of 
the speech" of the hon. Member in which he had mentioned the names of 
i other hon. Members who do not belong to this House will not form part of 
| the debate. 


(On 24th October, 1960, Chaudhri Dharam Singh Rathi, during the course 
of his speech on the adjournment motion regarding flood, mentioned the names of 
certain Members of the Upper House and the Parliament and made certain allega- 
tions. The Minister for Industries took strong objection to this and raised a point 
of order.) 


2. Whether expression of one’s view-point on a judgment of the court, 
amounts to contempt of court ? 


The Speaker observed that as far as possible the matter should be referred 
to without attacking the merits and demerits of the judgment. One may make a 
reference to the judgment but may not attack the merits or demerits of the judgment 
and also may not attack the intentions of the judges and attribute motives. 


(On 9th November, 1960, Pandit Shri Ram Sharma, during the discussion of 


< the Appropriation Bill, raised this point of order and the hon. Speaker observed 
as above.) 


3. Whether in view of the ruling of the Chair that the Regional Commit- 
tees are just like other Committees of the House, there was any necessity for bring- 
ing forward the Punjab State Legislature (Prevention of Disqualification) (Amend- 
ment) Bill, 1960, before the House ? 


The Speaker observed that the position regarding the status of the Regional 
Committees as explained by him was based on the views expressed by the legal 
authorities and the Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India. The position 
was that they were Committees of the House with this difference that they were 
special and statutory committees. They were the creations of a statute. Further 
on the Speaker remarked that in his opinion the Government had got full authority 
to bring forward this legislative measure in any manner it liked and that there was 
no lacuna or harm in bringing forward this Bill. 


(On 15th November, 1960, Sardar Gurbachan Singh Bajwa raised this point 
š of order in which the Speaker observed as above). 


4. Whether an hon. Member can threaten another hon. Member 
in the House ? 


' $ It was held that no hon. Member can threaten any hon. Member in the 
House.

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FINANCIAL BUSINESS 
i. SUPPLEMENTARY ESTIMATES (SECOND INSTALMENT) 1960-61. 


(i) Supplementary Estimates (Second Instalment) 1960-61, were presented 
to the Sabha on the 22nd February, 1961 and discussed and voted upon on the 24th 
February, 1961. 

There were 26 Demands in all, totalling a sum of Rs 17,27,48,880. 


As desired by the House a general discussion was permitted on the Supple: 
mentary Estimates. All the demands were carried after guillotine. Nine members 
from the Treasury and four members from the Opposition Benches participated 
in the debate, speaking for 68 minutes and 42 minutes respectively.

The Budget Estimates for the year 1961-62 were presented by the Finance 
Minister with a speech on the 25th February, 1961. 

(1) General discussion.—-General discussion on the Budget took place on the 
8th, 10th, 13th and 14th March, 1961, for 180 minutes (Treasury 90 minutes and 
Opposition 90 minutes), 205 minutes (Treasury 125 minutes and Opposition 80 
minutes), 270 minutes (Treasury 188 minutes and Opposition 82 minutes) and 310 
minutes (Treasury 235 minutes and Opposition 75 minutes) respectively. The total 
time taken by the Treasury Benches was 638 minutes and by the Opposition 327 
minutes. The total number of members who participated was 39 (25 from the 
Treasury Benches and 14 from the Opposition).

Rs 1,41,35,02,790.

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OBSERVATIONS MADE BY THE SPEAKER ON 6TH MARCH, 1961 
WHILE ADDRESSING THE MEMBERS IN THE NEW ASSEMBLY 
CHAMBER 


Today i is the most momentous day in the history of the Punjab Vidhan Sabha. 
Today it has come into its own home, even though the home is still incomplete 
after a state of homelessness lasting for over 13 years. Our entry into our on 
is as yet only informal. We will enter formally after an inaugural ceremony when 
the entire building, including that of the Legislative Council. is built. 


While others who were uprooted in the wake of partition, after differing 
periods of homelessness found their homes, we continued to be homeless. We 
have no complaints to make for this prolonged homelessness but I am referring to 
it simply to emphasize that where others found their permanent abodes sooner or 
later, rather sooner than later, the institution of democracy in this State remained 
homeless and it would have continued to remain so, had not our Prime Minister 

and the Chief Minister taken in their characteristic way, the bold decision in favour 
of construction of this place. | 


Hon. Members, you may recall that before our great Prime Minister came 
to lay the foundation stone of this building, in certain sections of the Press, a loud 
and persistent campaign was carried on against the construction of our Assembly 
Chamber. But I am happy that this campaign died as suddenly as it was born. 

gf + It did not take long to realise the importance and necessity of a separate home for 
Y the Legislature. 


No one can deny the pleasure of ownership because of the security that it 
engenders. No one for long could have wished to see us in make-shift abodes, 
sharing our roof with others, being deprived of the jov and comfort of having a 
home. all our own. | ' | 


The campaigners would not understand. perbaps they could not understand, 
that Legislature, which in our Constitution is supreme, should, before any other 
organ of the State, have a place of its own. Their campaign against our having 
a separate home ended ina fiasco when the Prime Minister, in spite of them, came 
here and laid the foundation stone of our building. For all this, the highest tribute 
must be paid to Sardar Partap Singh Kairon who, notwithstanding the multitudinous 
commitments of his Government, ‘unequivocally decided that there must be a build- 
ing for us, so that years of our gypsyhood should end and we should be able to call 
some place our own, where our budding democracy might grow 1 info maturity and 
acquire - stability. - 


: 4 During the travails of the post-partition period we shifted about from place 
to place. In November, 1947 our Assembly held the first session after Independence 
in the Chamber of the Council of States in, what is now called, the Rashtrapati 

. Niwas, but which was then known as the Governor-General’s lodge. The offices 

" * ofthe Assembly were situated more than half a mile away from the venue of the 
session. There was dislocation of work but that, in the peculiar context of the 
situation in the country, was to be expected. We had just become independent 
and, therefore, happily disregarded all the inconveniences. But we were not 
prepared to let the monster of inefficiency raise its ugly head, which it was bound 
to do when the office was situated at one place. and the Chamber at another place. 
the two being separated by a fairly long distance. We then moved to the Chamber 
ofthe Central Legislative Assembly from 1948, where we remained up to September, . 

1953, when we moved down to Chandigarh. The Hall was at first more than ample 
original wuh; LOL OUT Membership. But after the first general elections in 1952 when the number 
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of our Membership increased to 119, the Hall started presenting a crowded appear- 
ance during the days ofthe sessions. And had we been there after integration 
when our Membership was 186, or after the second general elections, when our 
Membership was 154, we would not have been able to accommodate ourselves 
comfortably in that Hall. That Hall was not built for a large number of Members 
and it was expected to be used for only short whiles in the Summer. Therefore, 
this Hall, while it served our needs at the time, would have fallen far short of them 
in due course. We would have had to find some other place to accommodate 


all our Members. 


The office part of the accommodation in the Central Assembly Hall was 
most inadequate. Our office was, at the time, notlarge. The Assembly had not 
yet set up the number of Committees that it did later with their multifarious duties. 
But, even then some part of the office was located in a building nearby. 


We shifted to this place in September, 1953, without any Hall to hold our 
sessions or any building for our offices. Our offices were at first located in 12-type 
residential houses in Sector 23 and our first session was held in the Auditorium of 
the Punjab Engineering College. For the days of the session the office was shifted 
from Sector 23 to the College itself and accommodated in all kinds of rooms, some 
complete, some half complete and some quite incomplete. The Auditorium was 
temporarily fitted up for the session. After the session was over, the office went 
back to its quarters in Sector 23 and the temporary Assembly Hall ‘vanished’. In 
fact, there was no Assembly Hall at all. Government had, however, decided to 
make available to us the Hall of the Junior Secondary School in Sector 10 for our 
sessions and the building of the School for our offices till such time as our place 


was built. 


The Hall was made available to us in March, 1954 and we have been holding 
our sessions in it since. But, as you all know, it was shared by us with the other 
House. We could never call it entirely our own—in fact, we never did, and we 
had to adjust our timings, etc., with those of the other House which we would not 
have had to do if it were our own place. Nevertheless, we stayed in that Hall even 
though the accommodation in that Hall was hardly enough for us. The lobbies 
and the galleries were inadequate, and the accoustics and ventilation poor. The 
office accommodation fell far short of our requirements. We had taken two type 
8 houses in Sector 11 for our offices ; and during the days of the sessions, who can 
forget, certainly not the Ministers, the appearance of our grounds which reminded 
one of a vast camp as around an oasis ina Sahara ! 


Now we have come to our own place and it is my proud privilege to welcome 
you here. What we lost in the wake of partition, our home, we have at long last 
found, and for this our gratitude is due to the people of the Punjab and to their 
representative, responsive Government for their courage and determination. We 
are grateful to those hon. Members who have from time to time held the portfolio 
of the Capital Project, Sardar Gurbachan Singh Bajwa, Shri Mool Chand Jain, 
Shri Brish Bhan, Giani Kartar Singh and Rao Birendra Singh—and particularly 
to Chaudhri Suraj Mal and Sardar Niranjan Singh Talib, incharge at present, who 
have taken personal, even intimate interest in the day to day progress of this Hall. 


We would be failing in our duty if we did not acknowledge with thanks the, 


work, against heavy odds, done by the different Chief Engineers of the Project 
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Sarvshri P.L. Varma, Hukam Singh, R.N. Dogra and G.R. Nangea and their able 
and hard working Superintending Engineers and Executive Engineers and their 
staff and thousands of labourers. It is their labours which have brought about 
this achievement—this building in which we are sitting today. Last but not least 
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is the tribute that is due to M. LeCorbusier who has planned this colossal building, 

one, whose uniqueness awes us today, and will awe the generations of the future 

who, in course of time and history will take our places here, and also to other 

architects, in particular, to Shri A.R. Prabhawalkar with whom I came into close 
* contact early because of his continued connection with this great project. 


Hon. Members, this is your home, the home of democracy, the peoples' 
home. But alas ! those valiant fighters of our freedom, those great patriots who 
sacrificed so that we may be free, those illustrious former Members of our House. 
Dr. Satya Pal, my great predecessor, Pandit Jagat Ram Harianvi, Dr. Lehna Singh 

. Sethi, Chaudhri Krishan Gopal Dutta, Professor Mota Singh, Sardar Kehr Singh, 
Baba Nidhan Singh, Shri Nand Lal are no longer with us and we feel their absence 
deeply. 


« Hon. Members, you sit here as the repositories of the common man's trust, 
which trust, it is your sacred duty to discharge faithfully and honestly. You will 
take decisions here, as you have, no doubt, been doing in the past but elsewhere, 
that will affect as much those who have sent you here as those yet unborn. People 
are looking up to you and in doing so expect, as their legitimate right, that you will 

| fulfil their aspirations. The unborn generations will look back and judge your 

| achievements with philosophic detachment and either acclaim you or denounce 

| you. Your responsibilities, therefore, are tremendous, yet your opportunities 

are unbounded. Let me hope that your capacities also are immense and that you 

| will meet the challenge of the future with fortitude. You are steering the destinies 
| of this land of sages and heroes through the most difficult period of our nation's.

Let us all join together, all parties, 
whether in the Government or in the Opposition, in yet again resolving that we 
will all, singly and together, do all we can for the prosperity and prestige of our 
great country.

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OBSERVATIONS MADE BY THE SPEAKER ON 8TH MARCH, 1961, RE-

Hon. Members, 1 would like to make a few observations about the new 
Chamber. As we have only recently shifted to the new building it will take somc- 
time before we get used to the new sur: roundings. I would request the hon. Members 

that if they experience any difficulties they may bring them to my notice. We 
will discuss them in the meeting of the General Purposes Committee. 


There has been some criticism regarding the Chamber and I have read the 
article written by Lala Jagat Narain. There are certain constructive suggestions , 
made in that article and I fully endorse them. These cannot be treated as being ` 
mostly for the sake of criticism. | 


Any defects that come to our notice can be remedied now and with a view : 

to considering such matters, a meeting of the General Purposes Committee is being 
held next week. The Members can "offer their suggestions there. Those will be 
conveyed to the Architect. I feel that though we have been here for two days I 
have not been able to acclimatise myself to the new Chamber. 1 have the feeling 
that the Chair has been placed far too high. I have to consult the Secretary very 
often and also sometimes obtain books from the Library in i discharge of my 
duties but being seated here at a very high place T find myself helpless in this con- 
nection. | 


All these things had been discussed and settled before the construction was 
started but there seems to have been a departure from all that. The places now | 
being used as lobbies are not lobbies, in fact ; but these are cells where machinery ye 
for automatic division system, etc., will be installed. Previously the lobbies were 
utilised for voting purposes but now with the introduction of an automatic vote 
recording system the traditional function of' the lobbies will have undergone a change. 
1 do admit that there are certain things in this building which are embarrassing . 
indeed, but it is a very delicate matter to discuss them here and it would not be 
proper to criticise them. 


As soon as you enter this building you feel as if you are in the Gwalior Fort. 
The existing lobbies are like cells and present a very dismal atmosphere but this is 
a temporary arrangement. When druggets, etc., are spread in the space just out- 
side the Chamber it will be used as a lobby and the hon. Members will be able to 
relax there. Quite adjacent to that there is a very big Library where the hon. 
Members can spend their time in study instead of whiling it away otherwise. We 
are shortly setting up a Reference and Research Section in the room adjoining to 
the Library. Dr. Bhar gava is not present in the House otherwise I would have 
made a request to him in this connection. Tea is also available quite near the 
Chamber. We have record rooms in the basement and three deodies at the main 
entrance, one for the public, the other for M.L.As and the third in the centre for the 
contact between M.L.A.s and the public. No doubt every body is experiencing 
difficulty in this new building but since it is a sort of rehearsal, most of the diff iculties | 
would be overcome in course of time. Shortly I am going to convene a meeting i 
of the General Purposes Committee. The hon. Members can either send their go 
suggestions in writing or if they chose to attend the meeting themselves they are 
. welcome to participate in the deliberations. 


I have already taken up the matter regarding the seating arrangement in the 
Chamber and have told the authorities that the Members would feel uneasy by 
sitting erect all the time. All these things have to be given careful thought.

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OBSERVATIONS MADE BY THE SPEAKER ON 28TH MARCH, 1961, 
REGARDING MOTION TO DISCUSS THE REPORT OF THE COM- 
MITTEE ON SUBORDINATE LEGISLATION | 


- I received the notice of a motion to discuss the report of Committee on Sub- 
ordinate Legislation in the House. But I kept it for discussion with the Chairman 
of the Committee. Anyhow I do admit that it does not look proper that the two 
Committees constituted separately—one by the Vidhan Sabha and the other by the 
Legislative Council—for a purpose should put conflicting interpretation on the 
y same rules. | | 


We had sought the guidance of the Speaker of the Lok Sabha in this matter. 
I thought it better to follow the procedure evolved there in this respect. 


It has been intimated to us that “In Lok Sabha the Reports of the Public 
Accounts Committee, Estimates Committee, Committee on Subordinate Legislation 
and Committee on Government Assurances are presented to the House but are 
neither discussed nor adopted by the House. It is, however, open to the Members 
to draw the attention of the Government to the recommendations made in the 
Reports of these Committees through questions during Budget discussions, etc." 


Regarding two Committees on Subordinate Legislation 1 had a talk with 
the Chairman of the Punjab Legislative Council in a general way once, though not 
specifically on this issue. I would again discuss this matter with him so that a way 

a, may be found and confusion avoided. It would also be desirable if we divide the 
- Acts between ourselves. Some Acts may be examined by the Committee of the 
Council and the others by that of this House. It would not only result in a division 
of work but also in the avoidance of any possible clash of views. It does not look 

proper that there should be any conflict or clash of views over such matters. 


In the Conference of the Presiding Officers held at Bangalore, the following 
point was suggested by a State Legislature for discussion :— 


Is it not desirable that the reports of the Estimates Committee, Com- 
mittee on Subordinate Legislation and Committee on Govern- 
ment Assurances, after presentation to the House should also be 
considered and adopted by the House like that of the Public Accounts 
Committee ? 


One of the objects of the Presiding Officers Conference is to discuss matters 
of common interest to all the Legislatures in the country under the guidance of the 
hon. Speaker of the Lok Sabha with a view to bringing about uniformity in the 
parliamentary procedure both at the Centre and in the State Legislatures. 


The Lok Sabha Secretariat in their note on this subject inrer alia observed 

as under, and I entirely agree with the views contained therein. I am also sure 
. that most ot the other Legislatures also agree with the views of the Lok Sabha 
W Secretariat. 

“So far as the Committee on Subordinate Legislation are concerned, they 
examine the orders before them in a non-partisan manner on behalf of the entire 
House and not on behalf of any party or section. Deliberations in the Committee 
are always permeated by a spirit of co-operation. The conclusions are based not 
on mere academic studies but are taken after bearing in mind practical difficulties 
and factual realities because at every stage the Ministries are given a chance to 
place their views before the Committee. The Ministries also treat the reports of 
the Committee as if they had emerged from the House and try to implement the 
recommendations in good faith. If the reports are discussed in the House the 
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adoption or non-adoption thereof will inevitably be on party lines and thus the 
opportunity of mutual adjustment between the Committee and the Government 
would be lost. | | | 


Nevertheless the House can discuss a recommendation of the Committee 
which the Government have not accepted or about which the Committee have 
insisted on its implementation." E

one relating to the situation created by the non-application of the All-India 
policy enunciated by the Chief Ministers’ Conference held in Delhi recently 
in the matter of pre-recruitment language tests for entering into Government 
Services in the Punjab was ruled out of order on the ground that the policy 
enunciated in that Conference could not be the subject of discussion in the 
House as this matter was not one covering the administrative responsibility

Certain hon. Members have asked for its location at Hissar while others 
have suggested other places for this purpose. I simply felt disappointed.

But I don't like all these things being said on regional and communal 
basis. This excessive local and regional patriotism will not lead us on the 
road to progress. If we are to establish even academic institutions on re- 
gional and communal basis, then God alone knows the fate that awaits all 
of us. If some people were to say that the Bhakra Dam should not be cons- 

m tructed because it was located in the Punjabi Region and others say that 
Pong Dam should not be constructed because it was located in the Hindi 
Region then our State willremain far behind and we will not be able to 
make any progress. I think this institution is not the end of the matter 
but this is just a beginning. We have yet to establish many technical ins- 
titutions and universities and to construct Dams and Power Houses. So 

if we want this State to flourish, then we should not think in these terms.

of the House could not have been conducted smoothly. (Laughter). But 
he should rest assured that I had no ill-will towards him at heart. 1 hold 
him in high esteem. We have cultivated bonds of love and affection during

Whatever decisions. I took as the Speaker of this House were constantly 


| inspired by the voice of my conscience and faith in God and I feel proud 


to say that I took these decisions in all earnestness and independently, without 
any sort of influence from any quarter. Sometimes, I had to resort to a 
particular course of action in order to cool down the tempers which had 
run so high in the House.

ment ofthe task entrusted to us. Our masses are now very much wide awake 


and conscious of their rights. Still sometimes they ignore a person who 
is loyal, honest and selfless and prefer the one who might have been help- 
ful to them. If somebody has not been of any personal help to them they 
might begin condemning him. But if the Legislators have served the masses 
honestly and sincerely then they should not be afraid of such persons who 


condemn and criticise them for their own selfish ends. I know of certain

80 miutes and Opposition 155 minutes), for 245 minutes (Treasury 98 minut- 
es and Opposition 147 minutes), for 258 minutes (Treasury 175 minutes and 
Opponsition 83 minutes), for 255 minutes (Treasury 160 minutes and Oppo- 
sition 95 minutes) and 206 minutes (Treasury 148 and Opposition 58 
minutes) respectively. The total time taken by the Treasury Benches 
was661, minutes and by the Opposition 538 minutes. The total number 
of members who participated was 43 (22 from the Treasury Benches and

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LEGISLATION 


The Sabha considered Legislative Business on the 20th and 28th 
March, 20th April, and 2nd, 4th, 7th, 8th, 9th, 14th, 15th, 16th, 17th and 18th 
May, 1962. Out of eighteen Official Bills, the Sabha passed 15 Bills in- 
cluding three Appropriation Bills in respect of the Supplementary Estimates 
(Second Instalment) for the year, 1961-62, the Vote-on-Account 1962-63 
(for three months, 1.e., for April, May and June, 1962) andthe Budget Esti- 
mates for the year, 1962-63, set out in Table I below. The remaining three 
Bills set out in Table II at pages 21—24 in fra of which notices had been 
received in this Secretariat were not introduced in the Punjab Vidhan Sabha 
and as such they stood lapsed onthe prorogation of the Punjab Vidhan 
Sabha under rule 7 of the Rules of Procedure and Conduct of Business in 
the Punjab Legislative Assembly.

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SYNOPSIS OF THE OFFICIAL BILLS PASSED BY THE PUNJAB VIDHAN 
SABHA DURING THE BUDGET SESSION, 1962 


(i) Bills originating in the Vidhan Sabha 


1. The Punjab Professions, Trades, Callings and Employments 
Taxation (Amendment) Bill, 1962 (Introduced on the 2nd April, 
1962 ; passed on the 7th May, 1962). 


This Bill amends the principal Act so as to cover the income ofa 
person derived by him from professions, callings, trades or employments 
carried on outside the State of Punjab, for the purpose of payment of tax 
under the Act. 


2. The Punjab Appropriation Bill, 1962. (Intrduced on the 20th 
March, 1962 ; passed on the 20th March, 1962). 


This Bill provides for the appropriation from and out of the Conso- 


lidated Fund of the State of Punjab of the sums required to meet the 
supplementary grants made by the Vidhan Sabha and expenditure charged 
on the Consolidated Fund of the State for the financial year 1961-62. 


3. The Punjab Agricultural Produce Markets (Amendment) Bill,

This principal Act provided a life of six months for the conti- 
nuance of the existing market committees, the new committees could not 
be established before the expiration of that period.

The incident y 
of yesterday has deeply pained me and more so when a Member of the 
Opposition got up and made an attempt to read out a statement on the floor 
of the House. As yesterday’s assemblage of Members of the two Houses 
did not constitute a regular meeting of the Vidhan Sabha 1 am, constitutionally . 
speaking, not in a position to take any action against the Members, but I 
must say that the walk-out staged by the hon. Members on this occasion 
was most improper. On the one hand my hon. Friends complain of the 
unconstitutional activities of the Governor and on the other, they demonstrate 
their protest at a time when the Governor came to inaugurate the first session 
of the Legislature after the elections in the discharge of his constitutional 
duty devolving upon him under the Constitution. If the Members of the 
Opposition are always keen to make complaints in the House against the 
conduct of the Governor, then it behoves them that they should also realise B d 
their own duties and responsibilities. I must say that what happened yester- 
day is something of which the Members of the Opposition can never be proud 
of. Istand by my assurance that I held out the other day that the Members 
of the Opposition would get every opportunity to give expression to their 
views and that they would not have the slightest feeling at any time that their 
privileges were in any manner being curtailed. But I, too, expect in r,eturn 
that they would give me their fullest co-operation in my effort to uph o d the 
parliamentary traditions and conventions in the House. I hope that yesterday's 
happening would not be repeated in future because I strongly feel that it 
constitutes an act of constitutional impropriety.

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STATEMENT BY THE SPEAKER ON 25TH APRIL, 1962, REGARDING 
“UNSEEMLY BEHAVIOUR” OF SOME MEMBERS OF THE

Honourable Members, it is with deep regret that I have to take you back 
to the unseemly behaviour of some Members in the House yesterday when 
the hon. Chief Minister was called upon to speak to wind up the debate on 
the Demand for General Administration. This demand had been before the 
House for two days—ten Members from the Opposition Benches and six 
Members from the Treasury Benches and two Ministers had already taken 
gan in the debate speaking for 229 and 125 minutes, respectively. 


I have, in all these weeks, as you all know, weighted the allotment of 

time in favour of the Opposition because of my realisation of the role which 
the Opposition has to play in the working of the democratic Assembly. I 
have given them more than their legitimate due, actuated as I was with the 
desire that they should build themselves into a healthy and responsible 
. Opposition Party. Even when there was a genuine doubt in my mind about 
any matter being within their rights, I gave them the benefit of doubt, not- 
withstanding the complaints that were constantly made against leniency, 
verging on partiality, that reached me from the Members of the Treasury 
Benches. I disregarded these complaints so that the Opposition might make 
itself useful and justify the ambitions that I had about its future. Although 
I have every reason to pay compliments to the restraint and dignity shown i 
by the Leader of the Opposition, the Leader of the Akali Party, the Leader of Y 

| the Communist Party and the Leader of the Jan Sangh Party, yet I am deeply 
a _ pained to have to say that my leniency has unfortunately been misinterpreted 
as weakness. What else should I say when certain Members throwing decorum 
to the winds continued shouting even when I was on my legs ? Instead of 
consideration being shown to me in the conduct of the business of the House, 
every conceivable effort, even to the point of misrepresentation, was made 
by some Members of the Opposition to obstruct the business of the House. 
Obstruction in the House or disorderly behaviour I shall not permit, for I 
am occupying the exalted Chair, to which you have raised me, to protect and 
safeguard the dignity of this House and by that means to safeguard democracy. 
I have a weighty duty to perform and in performing it I am entitled to the co- 
operation and consideration of all sections of this House. But what dignity 
can I protect, what rights can I safeguard, what democracy can I further, when 
certain Members of this House made a studied attempt to thwart its normal 
working ? Let me tell you, Honourable Members, that I shall leave no 
stone unturned in protecting the dignity of this Chair, whoever might get 
hurt in that process. Any affront, direct or oblique, offered to the Chair 
is an affront to your collective rights and privileges because the Chair 
symbolises all that is good and beautiful in the democratic process, the rights 
and privileges of Members. None will be allowed to pollute the sanctity 
of this citadel of our democracy. So long as I am here, I shall let nothing 
happen which might even in the least impair the excellence of this Chair 
(Cheers from the Treasury Benches). Would I not be justified now, if I no 
longer extend those favours *o the recalcitrant Members of the Opposition 
that I have with a lavish hand been giving to them so far ? They have abused 
my trust, confidence and regard. They have exhausted my patience. There- 
f ore, they have dissipated every desire in me to show them consideration. 
We come here to argue, to debate and in that civilized way to convince, not to 
shout in primeval fashion. What will the people who have sent us here 
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say when they learn about the kind of exhibition we gave of ourselves yester- 
day. However, I am wiser today, wiser than I was yesterday, and in my newly 
found wisdom, I take this opportunity of informing you that no longer shall I 

| lean more on the side of certain sections of the Opposition if this attitude 

> on their part persists (Again cheers from the Treasury Benches). In that 
event, I shall weigh everything with relentless mathematical accuracy—all . 
this because I have, with the utmost unwillingness, been driven to do so. But 
may be, my hope of a change in the attitude of certain Members is vain because - 
only yesterday some of them, no matter what party they belong to, are reported 
to have met and decided to create disturbance in this House today. Let 
me warn them that this kind of conduct will not bring them any dividends. 

: While you may win me over with dignified behaviour, any resistance to dis- 
cipline in this House, I shall be the last to tolerate. (Again cheers from the 
Treasury Benches.) | | |

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OBSERVATIONS MADE BY THE SPEAKER ON THE 18TH MAY, 
1962, REGARDING WALK-OUT STAGED AND UTTERANCE OF 
SLOGANS BY THE OPPOSITION IN THE HOUSE 


What has happened in the House today is very regrettable. It is not so 
because something was said against the dignity of the Chair or against me 
personally. When I am in this Chair I do not take things in a personal way. 
I forget that I was ever a Member of the Congress Party though I am of the 
firm belief that my association with the Congress since my very childhood 
would not be forgotten during my life time. According to the traditions 
of my Party one renders the greatest service by conscientiously discharging 
the responsibilities devolving on a person occupying the Chair. I have tried ê 
to follow that principle in maintaining the dignity of the Chair and can 
say with confidence that I have been successful in this to a considerable extent. 

What has happened in the House today is very regrettable. The experiment 

of making Democracy a success is based on the soundness of its foundations. * » 
It is a well known fact that there is a vast difference between Democracy and 

Dictatorship or fascist tendency. While dictatorship is a form of Government 

run by force, democracy is based on ballot, arguments, persuasion and under - 

standing each other’s point of view. There is absolutely no place for the 

use of filthy or aggressive language in democracy. I was pained when some 

hon. Members emphatically remarked that they would not allow the proceed- 

ings of the House to be conducted as their rights were being encroached upon. 

Perhaps, I would not have taken a serious notice of anything else but when 

they said that they would not allow the proceedings of the House to go on, n d 
it went down deep in my heart. I have never experienced such a thing in my 

life, nor have I ever bowed down to anybody's threat all through my life. 

I would never tolerate such a thing. So far as the rights of the Opposition 

are concerned, I have not only zealously guarded them but have left no scope 

for any doubt about it. If I have ever taken a wrong step during my 30 to 35 

years' association with the Congress it was this that I have been more conside- 

rate towards the Opposition than what was necessary. As the House is fully 

aware, a meeting of the Business Advisory Committee was held on Wednesday 

last. The Leaders of all the Opposition Groups were present in that meeting. 

When a decision was taken by that Committee that the entire Business before 

the House would be disposed of by Thursday, it was their moral responsibility 

to implement it. They were bound by that decision. But in view of the 

important nature of the Bills and in deference to the wishes of the Opposition 

I took a wrong step and notwithstanding the decision of the Business Advisory 

Committee I used my discretion and extended the Session by one day. It was 4 
decided to meet an hour earlier and to sit late by one hour today. The sitting | 

of the House was extended by two hours yesterday and there was a late sitting 

day before yesterday also. I have thought over the whole matter for four 

or five minutes in my mind and have come to the conclusion that there has : 
been no encroachment upon the rights of the Opposition. There is nothing 

for which I should feel sorry. 


I have a copy of the Rules of Procedure before me wherein it is printed ` 
that in case a Division is being claimed unnecessarily, it is entirely at the 
discretion of the Chair to allow it or not. The question of the rights of the 
Opposition is not involved therein. I assure the House that if there is any 
bullying or an attempt to make a personal attack on me, there is nothing 
that stands in my way in upholding the dignity of the Chair. (Thumping). 
When I feel that I cannot maintain the dignity of this Chair I will leave it 
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rather than stand such a thing (Thumping). I have entirely forgotten what 
had happened after the Opposition had staged a walk-out. Now also I wish 
that it may be brought home to the Opposition that this attitude on their 
part has not added to the dignity of the House, nor has it gone in their own 
interest. Nothing can be more undignified on their part than the slogans 
raised by them while staging the walk-out and they could show no greater 
disrespect to the House than this. It has always been my endeavour to work 
in co-operation and I show due consideration to every genuine demand of the 
Opposition. I wish that the proceedings of the House should be conducted 
in a spirit of co-operation. I am very thankful to the Leader of the House. 
He has supported me in my action and assured me that he would extend his 


utmost co-operation to me. I would like to assure him that come what may 


I will always try to maintain the dignity of this Chair. (Thumping).

Iam also anxious to see that the privileges and rights of the hon. Members 
of this House are not denied to them. And in cases where there is even the 
slightest scope for a benefit of doubt I always endeavour to see that the 
privileges of the hon. Members are maintained. But in this particular case 
I find myself helpless. The Chair cannot interfere with the decisions of the 
Executive Government. I made an effort to find out a precedent in the 
legislatures of this country and even outside India but I have not been able to 
find out any such instance. The case of Chaudhri Krishan Gopal Dutt 
has been cited but I may point out that the oath was administered to him 
at his residence and not in the Jail. There is a lot of difference between the 
Jail and a residence. The dignity of the Chair of any House does not 
permit of the oath Register being carried by the Presiding Officer to a Jail 
for the purpose of administering oath to an under-trial prisoner. It should, 
therefore, not be construed that the rights of the hon. Member are being 
ignored or the privilege being denied. I, therefore, do not give my consent 
to the raising of this question of privilege.

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RULING GIVEN BY THE SPEAKER ON THE 9TH AND 11TH APRIL, 
1962, REGARDING MEMBERS ACCEPTING OFFICES OF MINIS- 


TERS OF STATE ETC. BEING CONSIDERED AS 
STRANGERS IN THE HOUSE ! 


Hon. Member, Sardar Gurnam Singh raised a point of order a few days 

ago and subsequently gave it to me in writing to the effect that those Members 

. of this House who had accepted the office of Minister of State had become 

. disqualified for being Members of this House from the date of their assumption 

of office, namely, the 12th of March and as such were strangers sitting in the 

House. Hehas relied on the Punjab State Legislature (Prevention of Dis- 

qualifications) Act, 1952, which does not mention a Minister of State. His 

contention is thatifthe Ministers of State had been included in this Law then 

they would have been saved from the operation of the mandatory provision 
of Article 191(1) (a) of the Constitution. 


I differ from the hon. Member's point of view. Firstly, I am of the 
opinion that it is not necessary to include the office of Minister of State in the 
Punjab State Legislature (Prevention of Disqualifications) Act, 1952. Even 
the inclusion of the office of Deputy Minister in clause (g) of section 2 of 
this Act is redundant. That was apparently done as a measure of abundant 
caution. I would like in this connection to invite the attention of the House to ` 
the Parliament (Prevention of Disqualifications) Act, 1959, in which no 
provision has been made for either the office of Minister of State or 
Deputy Minister. 


Secondly, although the expression “Minister” has not been defined in the 
Constitution yet it must be interpreted to include Ministers of State and 
Deputy Ministers who having been appointed by the Governor on the advice 
of the Chief Minister have to be regarded as Ministers. And since under 
clause 2 of Article 191 of the Constitution a person shall not be deemed to 
hold an office of profit by reason only that he is a Minister, the point raised 
by the hon. Member no longer remains valid. 


I, therefore, hold that there is no force in the contention of the hon. 
Sardar Gurnam Singh that the Ministers of State are strangers in this House,

191(2) of the Constitution which lays down : 


**For the purposes of this article, a person shall not be deemed to hold 
an office of profit underthe Government of India or the Govern- 
ment of any State specified in the First Schedule by reason only 
that he is a Minister either for the Union or for such State." 
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So, a person shall not be deemed to hold an office of profit by reason 
only that he is a Minister. I have, therefore, already held that there is no 
force in the contention of the hon. Member that the Ministers of State are 
strangers in the House. There was, therefore, no need to refer the matter 
to the Governor. I may, however, add that the matter was considered by the + 
Governor before administering the oath to Ministers of State.

ON THE 18TH MAY, 1962. 


The report of the Committee on Privileges has been laid before the House. 
Under the normal conditions I would have recommended that no Member 
found guilty of lowering the dignity of the House should be allowed to enter 
the House till he had made amends for this contempt or at least apologised 
to the House for the indignity offered to it. It is true that no Member can be 
allowed to interrupt the proceedings of the House, still, keeping in view the 
conditions under which we have assembled here today and the congenial 
atmosphere prevailing in the House, which we all desire to maintain, 1 would 
suggest that this matter may be dropped altogether so that the atmosphere 
of goodwill that has been created may continue. I hope in future no Member 
will try to indulge in any such activity as may constitute contempt 
of the House. I very much appreciate the labour put in by the Committee 
in looking into this matter. There can be no two opinions about the fact 
that whatever happened on that day was regrettable. This is no valid reason 
to say that since the Government acted hurriedly in rushing through the 
Temporary Taxation Bill, some Members from the Opposition Were justified 
in Whatever they did, because two wrongs do not make one r.ght. So any 
haste on the part of the Governent does not entitle any Member to raise slogans 
in the House. I hope that in future the Members will be equally jealous, 
as I am, rather more, in maintaining the dignity of the House and will not 
tolerate any indignity to the House. I would, therefore, suggest that this 
matter may be dropped and in future all should be careful in this respect.

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SYNOPSIS OF BILLS PASSED BY THE PUNJAB VIDHAN SABHA 
DURING ITS BUDGET SESSION, 1963 | 


1. BILLS ORIGINATING IN THE VIDHAN SABHA 
1. The Punjab Tenancy (Amendment) Bill, 1962 (Introduced on 5th November, 1962 ; 
passed on 8th April, 1963) 


g'e 


This Bill amends the Principal Act and empowers the revenue courts to decide 
suits instituted by any person to whom a right to recover the arrears of rent has 
been sold or otherwise transferred , removing thereby the lacuna found during the 
» course of working of the parent Act. 


2. The Punjab Thur and Sem Lands (Reclamation Bill), 1962 (Introduced on 5th 
November, 1962; passed on 11th April, 1963) 


This Bill provides for the reclamation of lands affected by thur and sem with 
a view to restoring the lost fertility of the soil. 


3. The Punjab Corneal Grafting Bill,1962 (Introduced on Sth November, E: 
passed on Sth April, 1963) 


With a view to eradicating blindness, this Bill provides legal sanction to the 
desire of those persons who may, either orally or in writing, wish their eyes to be used 
for therapeutic purposes after their death. 


4. The Punjab Anatomy Bill, 1962 (Introduced on 5th November,1962 ; passed on 
Sth April, 1963) 


This Bill empowers the Officers appointed by the State Government to take 
possession of the unclaimed dead bodies in hospitals, prisons or public places for 
therapeutic purposes or purposes O; anatomical examination, dissection, surgical 
operation and research work. 


5. The Punjab State Legislature (Prevention of Disqualification) Amendment ` 
Bill, 1963 (Introduced on 19th February, 1963 ; passed on 28th February, 
1963.) 


This Bill replaces the Ordinance which was promulgated to save a Member 
of the Legislature who also is a member of the Punjab Home Guards or Civil Defence 
Services from incurring any disqualification under Article 191 of the Constitution 
of India. 


6. The Punjab Land Revenue (Special Assessments) Amendment and Validation 
s Bill,1963 (Introduced on Hn February, 1963 ; passed on 8th April, 
1963.) 


This Bill amends the schedule of the Principal Act so as to bring the lands 

* situated outside the limits of Municipalities and Notified Area Committees in the 

~ erstwhile Pepsu within the purview of such Committees for purposes of special 

‘assessments. It also validates the levy of the special assessments made in the afore- 
said territories. | 


7. . The Punjab Land Improvement Schemes Bill,1963 s on 27th February, 
1963 ; passed on 9th April, 1963.) 


| This Bill provides for the making and execution of land — scheme 
including schemes of soil resources, the prevention and mitigation of soil erosion, 
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and the protection of land against damage by floods or draught and for farm drain- 
age or other works incidental to or connected with such purposes so tht owners 


of land in the catchment areas are persuaded to implement the schemes prepared 
on the basis of the latest technique of soil conservation. 


8: The Punjab Taxation Laws (Amendment) Bill, 1963 (Introduced on 28th 
February, 1963 ; passed on 28th February, 1963.)

This Bill replaces the Ordinance which prevented the evasion of tax and,

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OBSERVATIGNS MADE BY THE SPEAKER ON 13TH MARCH, 1963 
REGARDING CERTAIN REMARKS MADE BY A MEMBER IN HIS SPEECH 


An hon. Member of this House yesterday (12th March, 1963) in the course of 
his speech during the General Discussion of the Budget made a number of remarks 
which were in extreme bad taste. He made a frontal attack on a Member of the 
Council of Ministers and even though he was called to order a number of times he 
persisted. The hon. Member is a Leader of a Group and I expected, as I am confi- 
dent, the House too did, a speech full of restraint and statements made with a sense 
of responsibility but both, the House and 1 were utterly disappointed, because far 
from being restrained or responsible it was a specimen of unbridled licence.

OBSERVATIONS MADE BY THE SPEAKER ON 4TH APRIL, 1963, - 
REGARDING ALLEGATIONS MADE AGAINST THE MEMBERS AND 
CHAIRMAN OF THE COMMITTEE OF PRIVILEGES DURING CONSIDE- | 
RATION OF ITS REPORT ON THE HANDCUFFING OF COMRADE 

| MAKHAN SINGH TARSIKKA, M.L.A. 


I am a very distressed person today. Allegations of a very serious nature have 
been levelled against the Members of the Committee and the Chairman of the 
Privileges Committee that he has changed the Report. These matters are too 
serious to be ignored. Chaudhri Rizaq Ram has said that if we adopt this Report, 
we will not be showing the right way to the rest of the country in regard to parliamen- 
tary practices. So, I want to make a few observations which I have just now jotted 
down before I allow any other Member to speak to enable the Government to consider 
my suggestions ina very calm and cool a’mosphere and not think about the 
majority or minority or canvassing by this side or that side. I would respectfully . 
request the Leader of the House to give attention that is due to these discussions. 


The Report of the Committee of Privileges was presented to the House on the 
29th March, 1963. Hon. Members must, therefore, be fully aware of its contents 
as well as the -ontents of the Notes of Dissent. 


The Report says that the treatment meted out to Shri Tarsikka, M.L.A., by the 
Police was in consequence of his criticism of the Police administration in general 
and of the Jandiala Police in particular and further that he was handcuffed out of 
sheer vindictiveness. Such treatment of a Member, according to the Report, jeo- 
pardises the freedom of speech which the Constitution has guaranteed to eve-y 
Member inthe House. For that reason this has been treated as a breach of privilege. 
On the other hand, the Notes of Dissent stress the fact that in the facts before the 
Committee no spirit of vindictiveness has been disclosed and, therefore, the treatment 
of Shri Tarsikka does not amount to a breach of privilege. In any case, the Note of 
Dissent says that the hand-cuffing of a Member should be regarded as a breach of 
privilege. I am not sure if I have jotted it down rightly. They probably say that it 
should have been avoided and that it was unfortunate that Shri Tarsikka was hand- 
cuffed. 


I am deeply distressed to find that even on an issue in which the privileges of 
the Members are involved, there should have been these strong differences of 
opinion between the Members of the Committee. It is surprising that the Members 
should beso sharply divided as to whether the treatment of Shri Tarsikka was vindic- 
tive or not and whether the treatment meted out to him cuts across the privileges 
which he enjoys as a Member of this House. I do not know what reasons were there 
for these sharp differences of opinion but if these differences were the result of 
extraneous influences then it is most unfortunate. There is one thing in which 
one would normally expect that all members, whatever their shades of political 
opinion, would be most jealous and that is to guard their own rights and privileges. 
Any differences of opinion in such a matter must be assumed to have been caused by 
outside influenc:s or pressures. I must say that it would be a dark day when mem- 
bers surrender their privileges under influences which are, to say the least, partisan. 
] only hope that the House would assert itseif and guard the privileges of its members, 
which 1 regret to say, the Committee has failed to do. 


I am deeply conscious of the support I have enjoyed from all sections of the 
House all these months. Even in my personal stresses and strains the Leader of the 
House has stood by my side and this has sustained me a great deal during the last few 
months. Therefore, I feel like taking him into confidence about the agony of the 
soul that I have been going through these few days. This has consisted in the 
realisation that the unanimous decisions of the Privileges Committee have been 
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sought to be undone. We are fighting a life and death struggle to uphold democracy 

and if we, to whose hands democracy has been entrusted, just for the satisfaction of 

our egos, try to undermine democratic institutions, we shall be unworthy of the 

trust that has been reposed 1 inus. I would, therefore, most earnestly request all the 
members of the House;to whichever group or party they may belong, to try to reach a 
unanimous decision on this issue which vitally affects the continuance of democracy. | 
The Speaker and the Leader may come and go and Members on my left may occupy 2 
the seats on my right. . Yet this institution must go on and in the process of its life it , 
must collect traditio .s that will remain. Therefore, it is our duty to give everything 

that is good to this institution so that those who come after us will feel grateful and 
remember.us with pride and affection. Therefore, 1 would respectfully suggest to all 

the Members of this House to give their unanimous decision on this issue as it Í 
concerns the privilege of each and every one of us. An assurance from the Chief 
Minister or the Home Minister that the treatment meted out to Shri Makhan Singh 
Tarsikka was il, and willnot be id again should satisfy the House.

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SYNOPSIS OF THE OFFICIAL BILLS PASSED BY THE PUNJAB 
VIDHAN SABHA DURING ITS AUTUMN SESSION, 1963 


I. BILLS ORIGINATING IN THE VIDHAN SABHA 


l. The Punjab Khadi and Village Industries Board (Amendment) Bill, 1963. 
(Introduced on 9-4-1963; passed on 13-9-1963) 


This Bill amends the Principal Act and removes certain doubts by providing 
that persons holding certain offices in Societies registered under the Registration 
of Societies Act, 1860, are not to be regarded as disqualified for appointment to 
or continuing as members of the Board and that a non-official member, 
habitually not wearing khadi or convicted of an offence involving moral turpi- 
tude shall be disqualified for this purpose. 


2.. The Punjab Entertainments Duty (Amendment) Bill, 1963. (Introduced on 
9-9-1963; passed on 9-9-1963) 


This Bill replaces the Ordinance, amending the principal Act and provides 
for rounding off the amount of duty to the nearest multiple of five naye paise 
by ignoring two naye paise or less and counting more than two naye paise as 
five naye paise. 


3. The Punjab Legislative Council Chairman s and Deputy Chairman’s Salaries and 
Allowances (Amendment) Bill, 1963. (Introduced on 9-9-1963; passed 
on 25-9-1963) 


This Bill replaces the Ordinance promulgated to amend the principal Act 
and provides a free furnished residence at Chandigarh, maintained at State 
expense and a conveyance allowance not exceeding 150 rupees per mensem to 
the Deputy Chairman, Punjab Legislative Council. 


4. The Punjab Legislative Assembly Speaker’s and Deputy Speaker’s Salaries 
(Amendment) Bill, 1963. (Introduced on 9-9-1963; passed on 25-9-1963) 


This Bill replaces the Ordinance promulgated to amend the principal Act 
and provides a free furnished residence at Chandigarh maintained at State 
expense and a conveyance allowance not exceeding Rs 150 per mensem 
to the Deputy Speaker, Punjab Vidhan Sabha. 


5. The Punjab Motor Vehicles Taxation (Amendment) Bill, 1963. (Introduced 
on 9-9-1963; passed on 25-9-1963) 


This Bill replaces the Ordinance which was promulga:ed to amend the 
principal Act to enhance the tax limit on stage carriages, to two thousand 
seven hundred and fifty rupees. 


6. The Punjab Courts (Amendment) Bill, 1963. (Introduced on 9-9-1963; passed 
on 25-9-1963) 


This Bill replaces the Ordinance, promulgated to amend the principal Act, 
to rectify the position of the Court of the Additional District Judge and to 
incorporate some of the recommendations made by the Law Commission of 
India, in its report on Reform of Judicial Administration. 


7. The Punjab Betterment Charges and Acreage Rates (Amendment Bill, 1963. 
(Introduced on 9-9-1963; passed on 26-9-1963) 


This Bill amends the principal Act so as to include ‘Government’ in the 


definition of the expression “ Landowaer ” reirospectively, 
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8. The East Punjab Holdings (Consolidation and Prevention of Fragmentation) 
Amendment and Validation Bill, 1963. (Introduced on 9-9-1963; passed 
on 27-9-1963) 


This Bill amends the principal Act so as to validate prospectively a 
and retrospectively certain schemes in which assignment or reservation of land 
has been made for certain common purposes to meet the common need, con- 
venience or benefit of village community. 


9. The Punjab Agricultural Produce Markets ( Amendment) Bill, 1963. 
(Introduced on 12-9-163 ; deemed to have been passed on 8-10-1963 under Rule 
171-A of the Rules of Procedure). f 


This Bill amends the principal Act and empowers the State Government to 
amalgamate a part of a notified area with another market area and to declare 
a part of an existing market area as a separate market area, It also provides 
fır the appointment of a separate Chairman and makes the Director as the 
ex officio Secretary of the Board. 


10. The Punjab Appropriation (No. 3) Bill, 1963. (Introduced on 13-9-1963; 
passed on 13-9-1963) 


This Bill provides for the apprcpriation from and out of the Consolidated 
Fund of the State of Punjab of moneys required to meet the expenditure on 


account of Excess over Grants and appropriations for the financial 
ear 1960-61. 


ll. The Punjab Appropriation (No. 4) Bill, 1963. (Introduced on 13-9-1963; 
passed on 13-9-1963) 


This Bill provides for the appropriation from and out of the Consolidated 
Fund of the S:ate of Punjab of sums required to meet the supplementary grants 
made by the Vidhan Sabha and expenditure charged on the Consolidated Fund 
of the State for the financial year 1963-64. 


12. The Punjab Passengers and Goods Taxation (Second Amendment) Bill, 1963. 
(Introduced on 26-9-1963; passed on 26-9-1963) 


This Bill replaces the Ordinance promulga:ed to provide for roundizg off 
the tax payable under the principal Act to the nearest multiple of naye paise by 
ignoring two naye paise or less and counting more than 2 naye paise as five 
naye paise and also to legalise the reduction in the rate of tax on fares and 
freight in the hilly areas.

This Bill prcvides for p:eventing the haphazard and sub-standard building 
development along the. scheduled roads and in controlled areas ia the State 
of Punjab. 


4. The Punjab Excise (Second Amendment) Bill, 1963. (Discussed on

This Bill amends the principa! Act so as to check adulteration and sale 
of illicit liquor by unscrupulous licensees. 


5. The Punjab State Faculty of Ayurvedic and Unani Systems of Medicine Bill, 
1963. (Discussed on 27-9-1963; passed on 27-9-1963) 


This Bill establishes a Faculty of Ayurvedic and Unani Systems of 
Medicine in the State of Punjab in order to impart instruction, regulate the 
conduct of examinations and confer degrees, diplomas and certificates in thesc 
systcms of medicine. 


6. The Punjab Ayurvedic and Unani Practitioners Bill, 1963. (Discussed on 
1-10-1963; passed on 1-10-1963) 


This Bill consolidates and amends the law relating to the registration of 
practiticners of Ayurvedic and Unani Systcms of Mcdicine ard regula: s the 
practice in such systems; unifies the East Punjab Ayurvedic and Unani 
Practitioners Act, 1949 and the Pepsu Ayurvedic and Unani Préctitioners Act,

7. The Punjab Shops and Comercial Establishments (Amendment) Bill, 1963.

1. On the question of Privilege sought to be raised by Sarvshri 
Mangal Sein and Ram Chandra on the Sth April, 1963, 
regarding certain objectionable remarks made by some members 
ofthe Senate of the Punjab University in the meeting of the 
Senate held on the 30th March, 1963, in respect of speeches

2. On the Notice of a Privilege Motion signed by Comrade Ram 
Chandra and some other Members suggesting the expunction 
from the proceedings of the House of the statement placed on 
the Table by the Home Minister on the 16th September, 1963, 
concerning the case of Dr. Partap Singh and the speech in regard 
thereto made by the Home Minister on the 17th September, 1963. 


1. There are two motions pending for quite a long time. I am sorry - 
for certain delay in giving my opinion. But the nature ofthese motions was 
such that thay needed some time. One of them was about certain words 
having been uscd by the ex-Chief Justice of India, Mr. Mehar Chand Mahajan, 
at a meeting of the University Senate. The Secretary wrote to the  Vice- 
Chancellor, who has sent him the record of the relevant proceedings of the 
Senate. But inspite of the assertion of some Members who were present 
there, the record does not show that the words ““non-sense, malicious and 
malafide" Were used. The Vice-Chancellor has also assured the Leader of 
the House that no disrespect was meant to this House. I would, therefore, 
request the House to drop this matter here. 


* + " * *

2. In that case it is all the more deplorable. Ifthose words were used 
and they have now been omitted from the record then it is a matter for the 
Senate where it could be taken up or the hon. Memb?rs may take it up 
with the Vice-Chancellor. I, as Speaker, have no cyes, no ears and no 
tongue to speak what I hear outside, I have heard a number of things 
outside. But unfortunately these words do not appear in the record that has 
been supplied to me. Anyway, if a man de:ies having said E. it 
is better than an apology. 


I would request the House to drop this matter. It has been proved 
to them (the Senate) that this House is quite vigilant and will not allow any 
encroachment from any quarter or from any person howsoever high he may be.

It relates to the written 
statement laid by the hom. Home Minister on the Table of the House 
as well as the speech made by himia the House on this Judgment delivered 
by the Supreme Court in Dr. Partap Singh’s case.

There will be no speeches please, although I had definitely given an 
assurance that [ will take the Leaders as well as the Members on both sides 
of the House into confidence. When I took the opinion of the Advocate 
General, he said that he would feel embarrassed about the propriety or 
otherwise of the statement and the speech made by the Home Minister. He 
expressed his inability in pointing out whether or not any sentence reflected 
on the conduct of a Judge. So far as the legal side was concerned, he 
had expressed his opinion. But in regard to propriety or otherwise of 
what was said in the statemeat/speech of the Home Minister, he said that it 
was for the Chair to determine. Therefore, l have to rely upon my own 
little commonsense and on the legal abilities of those who count in the legal 
world. So it is better to have no speeches on it.

I am one with the Leader of the House in this connection. I repeatedly 
requested him (the Advocate General) and he categorically toid me that he 
could be consulted on the iegal matters before the House only and not 
whether certain remarks mace by any Members were proper or improper. 
There was weight in what he said and that is why I accepted what he said. 


The Advocate General has to give legal advice but his advice is binding 
on the House. But there is a precedent where the Government did not accept 
his advice. It was in the case of certain Bill relating to Agriculture. The 
Advocaie General gave advice which was not accepted by the Government. 
But the Government brought some amendments in that Bill later on. What 
Tam going to sayis not of controversial nature. What he said | accepted 
that the House was competent enough to comment on the judgment but it 
should te done with utmos respect and propriety and it was for the Chair 
to decide what was respectful and what was disrespectful. 


A number of adjournment motions were given notice of on the 9th 
September, 1963, on the subject of striciures passed by the Supreme 
Court against the Chief Minister of Punjab, in the case of Dr. Partap 
Singh. The Home Minister stated that he would make a statement. 
This was permitted by me and I promised the House some time also 
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to discuss the statement. Later on the basis of the decision taken in 

the meeting of the Business Advisory Committee, the discussion of the 
statement was allowed along with the “No Confidence Motion’. A printed 
Statement was laid on the Table of the House on the 16th September, 

1963. Copies of this statement were, on the request of the Government, A 
distributed to Hon. Members a liítle earlier. The Home Minister also 
made a speech relating mostly to the subject of strictures, on the 171 
and 18th of September, 1963. On ihe 18th of September, 1963, Comrade 
Ram Chandra and six other Hon. Members of this House, gave notice 
of a motion which runs as under: — 


“That it being appaient on the face of it, thai the statement | 
placed on the Table of the House, by the Home Minister, on j 
Monday the 16th September, 1963 on the judgment of the | 
Supreme Court in re: Dr. Partap Singh versus the State of 
Punjab, and the speech made by him on the floor of this 
House today involves a discussion with respect to the conduct 
of the Judges of the Supreme Court in the discharge of their 
duties which is proLibited by Article 211 of the Constitution 
and is an abuse of the procedure of this House: 


This House disassociates itself from the same and resolves to 
expunge the said statement as also the speech containing the 
references to the same from the proceedings of this | 
House.”’ | 
On the suggestion of the Leader of the House, the Advocate General h. 
addressed the House on the 19th of September, 1963, 


2. The Advocate General gave his views on the following 
points: 


(1) Whether this House was debarred by Article 211 of the 
Constitution from discussing a Judgment of the Supreme 
Court, and, | 


(2 Whether it was contempt of court to make comments on the 
judgment of the Supreme Court. 


I heard the Advocate General with close attention and have also 
considered carefully the record of the views expressed by him. Briefly, 
his views on the two points mentioned above were as below:— 


(1) Article 211 of the Constitution does not bar discussion of a 
judgement of the Supreme Court. 


(2) According to Article 194(2) of the Constitution no member 
of the Legislature of a State shall be liable to any proceed- LI 
ings in any court in respect of anything said or any vote v 
given by him in the legislature. By virtue of this Article 
therefoie, the question of contempt of court in respect of 
anything said by a member could not arise. 


(3) So far as the question of contempt of court is concerned, 
I recognise the possibility of a contrary view being valid, 
especially if it is held that the statement of the Home 
Minister contravened some other provision of the Constitu- 
tion, Article 194(1) makes it clear that freedom of speech in 
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the legislature of a State was subject to the provisions of 
the Constitution. It would seem io follow that when the 
freedom exercised had been in excess of the Constitution, 
action might be considered for contempt or under any other 
pa law. However, so far as this House Is concerned, the point 
| is not relevant in the context of duties rights, powers and 
privileges of the House. Accordingly, the question of any 
ruling by me on this point does not arise, such a ruling can 
` only be given by the court concerned. 


(4) The point in regard to the interpretation of the Article 211 
of the Constitution is relevant as Comrade Ram Chandra 
` and other six Hon. Members have raised the central point 
of the abuse of the procedure of this House, and in that 
context have moved for the expunging of the statement of 
the Home Minister laid on the Table of the House as also 
the speech made by him subsequently, from the record of the 
proceedings of the House. 


(5) I must state clearly that I entirely agree with the learned 
Advocate General in his statement of the principle that the 
independence of the judiciary is the corner stone of our 
Constitution without which the rule of Jaw would cease to 
exist and indeed our great Republic would founder. At the 
Same time, having the honour of being the custodian of the 
| rights and the privileges of this House, I am no less keen 
+ to ensure that these rights and privileges are not jeopardised 
by an excessive and unwarranted sentiment in favour of the 
independence of judiciary which great principle is, at any rate, 
great enough not to require any excessive or unreasoned 
support. My task, therefore, in the matter of coming to a 
finding on the point whether Article 2/1 of the Constitu- 
tion is attracted to the statement and the speech of the 
Home Minister, has been of considerable difficulty. 


(6) The central point in this question has been properly located 
by the Advccate General, Article 211 of the Constitution bars 
discussion of the conduct of a judge of the Supreme Court 
or of a High Court, The point for determination is— 


(a) Whether the discussion of the judgment of the Supreme 
Court is a discussion of the conduct of the judges who 
delivered 1t, and 


(b) Whether, even if the consideration of a matter before 
the Supreme Court by its judges, its appraisal and 
finally its evaluation and the judgment, does not comprise 


n the conduct of the judges, a member ostensibly discussing 
y the judgment, has or has not actually discussed the 
* conduct of the judges. 


(7) This second aspect was not considered by the Advocate 
General. It is possible, however, for a member apparently to 
discuss a judgment but actually to discuss conduct. However, 
it is clear from the statement of the Advocate General that 
there is no doubt at all that the conduct of the judges of 
the Supreme Court and of High Courts cannot be discussed 
in a State Legislature, 
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(8) The first point, therefore, which I examined and considered at 


(9) 


length was whether the statement of the Home Minister 
placed on the Table of the House and his subsequent speech, 
by vittue of their contents, did actually amount to a ditcussion 
and criticism of conduct of the judges. In this connection, 
I would refer to various assertions made in the written 
statement and in the speech. 


Para 2 of the written statement begins as under— 
“At the outset it is pertinent to consider whether a miaister 


against whom aspersions have been cast in a judgement of 
the Supreme Court....” 


According to Shorter Oxford Dictionary the word  *'aspersion" 


(10) 


sigaifies “the action of casting damaging imputations, or false 
and injurious charges." Thus, the Home Minister by the use of 
this word, is ia effect making imputations of improper conduct 
against the Judges of the Supreme - Court. It is, of course, 
possible that even the judges of the Supreme Court may err 
in the assessment of evidence or in the formulation of 
conclusions although it is not for this House to come to 
any such finding. However, if these conclusions and ihe findings 
are discussed by a member in this House, there must be 
clear testimony by him that possible error is really a bonafide 
error of judgment aad not an indication of irresponsibility, 
rashness or perversion. The phrase quoted above, however, 
clearly suggests that the findings of the Supreme Court are 
not teing characterised as an error of judgment. At the very 
outset these are characterised as aspersions cast on a Minister. 
lt is clear that this is a direct Criticism of the judicial 
integrity, responsibility and dignity of the judges of the Supreme 
Court and to that extent ‘amounts to a criticism of their 
conduct. l 


There is, in fact repeated evidence of this attitude of criticism 
of co duct both in the parts of the written statement and 
the prts of the speech of the Home Minister. In para 7 
of the written statement for instance, the following remarks 
occur :— 


“It is already becoming a fashion to allege interference 
by or pressure of a minister...... nothing is easier than to 
impute mala fidesto a minister. It will enable unscrupulous 
persons to engineer cases....corrupt officials will concoct 
cases....the fate of a minister or ministry will become 


dependant on the fortunes of a skirmish or battle in 
courts." 


The question is: What is all this about? It is clearly not the 


appraisal of facts by the Supreme Court which is being 
considered here. It is the “effect? of the Judgment and the 
clear suggestion is that the Judges of the Supreme Court 
were either unaware of it or were actually seeking it and 
thereby following the alleged fashion of today. It is accordingly 
difficult to come to the conclusion that these remarks refer 
to the merits of the judgment or to an appraisal of facts. 
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These remarks not only amount to a discussion of conduct 

but clearly to a disrespectful discussion of such conduct and 

would seem hardly to come up to the standard laid down 
- by the Advocate General himseif, when he said that in spite 
of Article 194(2), every member of the House would like to 
preserve the dignity of the judges and not to impair due 
administration of justice. I think that is why the Advocate 
General made it clear at the very outset that he was giving 
his views on the general points involved and mot on the 
particular case concerned. 


` (1) In his speech made subsequently, the Home Minister has 
further developed the point of the ““effect”” in the following 
words :— 


“This matter is going to decide whether political persons, 
political parties and political groups can be left at the 
discretion of a Judge or a Magistrate so long as they 
are not a party to case. 

“Can this right be taken away from the public, from 
the representatives of the public and from that party 
whom the public has authorised to form its Govern- 
ment? Can this right be taken away by the remarks ' 
passed by a Judge or a Magistrate agaiust the conduct 
of a Minister or a Chief Minister in a case in which 
he is not a party? My submission is that this cannot 
be done, this should not be done and this will not 
be done." 


I have gone through the judgement of the Supreme Court includ- 
ing the minority View, over and over again. [ do not find 
a single word in the entire body of the judgement making 
even the remotest suggestion of exercise of discretion by the 
judges in the matter of controlling or directing the affairs 
of a political party in selecting its leaders and ministers. To 
assert, therefore, in such brave language indeed, that the 
discretion exercised by a judge or a magistrate connot be allowed 
to direct the destiny of a political party is clearly, again to 
impute a motive which is not there. The point before me is 
that, by implication, certain motives have been imputed. But 

- motives clearly relate to conduct. 


12. In this connection, I cannot bye-pass another point of significance. 

In the statement made by the Home Minister unnecessary mention has been 

e . made of magistrates, sub-judges and the district judges in conjunction with the 

» judges of the Supreme Court. Article 211 of the Constitution as well as 

° Article 121 places a restriction only in the case of judges of Supreme Court 

and of the High Court. Why then lesser judicial dignitaries were unnecessarily 

introduced in the argument ? It seems to me that it will not be a violent 

inference to draw that here is an attempt unnecessarily to categorise Supreme 

Court Judges with magistrates, thus minimising the dignity of the Supreme 

Court, an attempt which is relevant only in an estimation of the conduct of 
judges and not of the judgment. 


13, It isnot necessary to discuss the arguments advanced in the so called 


— , discussion of the judgment by the Home Minister except to the extent to which 
rigina with; 
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it can be shown that the discussion is a discussion of conduct. the Home 
Minister categorically asserted his acceptance of what he called the operative | 
part of the judgment. “I have all honour for that; I accept it and we will | 
implement that part of judgment in letter and spirit” The question, again, ® | 
is that although the Home Miaister may accept the operative part of the | 
judgment, does the body of his argument show that he honours it as wel] ? 

As I have stated I have goae through the entire judgment ;epeatedly. Two 
maia points were made by Dr. Partap Singh before the Supreme Court. One 

was ihat under the Seivice Rules, the State Government. was not competent 

to recall him from leave preparatory to retirement, to suspend him and to 
order an enquiry against him. The second point was that, in any case, the 
orders wcre mala fide and, therefore, ulira vires. On the point of rules all the 
judges agreed (with a minor reservation by the majority) that the State 
Government, under the Services Rules, was competent to take the action 
taken. On the point of mala fides, all the Judg:s agreed that, if established, 

they would amount to vitiated exercise of jurisdiction. However, the minority 
view was that Dr. Partap Singh had not successfully established the mala 
fides and the majority view was that he had. In other woids, the so-called 
operative part of the judgment rests enitrely on the finding of the Supreme 
Court in favour of Dr, Partap Singh on the points of mala fides. Even the 
minozity view, on Which considerable reliance has been placed, is clear that 

just as the State Government liad obtained the affidavits of Sardar Surrinder 
Singh Kairon and others they could and should have obtained the affidavits 

of the Chief Minister and his wife. In other words, al] the Judges agreed that 

the State Government had only partially utilised the opportunity which was 4 
available with them to place in cout versions, on important points, of 
certain persons who alone could contradict the position taken by 
Dr. Partap Singh. 


(14) I have already said that itis not my intention to discuss the body 
of the judgment for endorsement or for contradiction. What I wish to illustrate 
is that the very line taken for the so-called purpose of discussion of the 
judgment constitutes criticism of the make-up of the judges of the Supreme 
Court in ignoring a principle so obvious and so fundamental, If the position 
taken had been that no opportunity existed or that if one existed it had been 
conscientiously utilised, this might amount to a fair discussion of the judgment. 
But if a circumstance, altogether outside the scope of the judgment and a 
statement of an obvious principle, not arising therefrom, was first urged and 
then established, it can have only one meaningi.e,, a discussion of the 
conduct of judges in the matter of their ignorance or contravention of an 
obvious principle. | 


(15) Tn this context, I have only oae more point to examine, Paragraph. 
25 of the written statement quotes from the Judgmeat of the Supreme Court 
as under :— | 


«We have next the circumstances connected with the article in Blitz . 

which appeared in its issue dated January 14, 1961. "That seems to € 

be the starting point of the acticn taken against the appellant, for 7 
on January 13, 1961, the Vigilance Officer seat a communication te : 
the appellant to offer his explanation in regard to certain charge = 
which were then the subject of inquiry. In the order, dated the 

3rd June, 1961 by which the appellant was placed under suspension 

there is reference to three inquiries one dated October 29, 1960, 
another of January, 1961 and the third dated April 17, 1961. The 

dates apparently are a reference to the date of the several 


complamts................ ” 
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Paragraph 26 of the written statement, thereafter, pro«eeds to assert that thc 
finding of the majority that the publication of the article in Blitz, which 
appeared in its issue dated 14th January, 1961 seemed to be the starting point of 
action taken against Dr. Partap Singh, was not borne out by the facts mentioned 
above, aiid that, on the other hand, it was clear that before the article appeared, 

action had commenced, 


(16) The written statement leaves the matter just there, clearly suggesting 
that the judges were incapable even of appreciating the significance of the 
Inspector writing a letter to Dr. Partap Singh on the 13th whie the article in 
the Blitz appeared in its issue of the 14th January. I was myself greatly 
surprised on the contents of the paragraphs 25 and 26 of the written statement 
and, therefore, went through the judgment again, The quotation in paragraph 
25 has been taken from page 44 of the body of the Judgment relating to the ` 
majority view. It standsjust as it has been quoted in the written statement 
and if the matter is left there, an impression, With due respects certainly arises about 
mis-appraisal. However, at page 44 and adjacent pages is merely a summing 
up of what has been stated before. At page 18 of the Judgment, embodying 
the majority view, full reasons have been given by the Judges concerned about 
the matter. I will quote : 


‘It is the case of appellant that the Chief Minister who was in Delhi at 
the time must have been apprised of the contents of the article 
even on January 13, 1961, and this does not seem improbable 
bccause it is common knowledge that copies of this weekly are 
available in Delhi even two days before the date it bears." 


Now this is quite a serious matter. Attributing lack of minimum ability to 
appreciate clear evidence is by itself a serious criticism of conduct. But to 
misrepresent the point and to conceal that the judges had actually considered 
the implication but had come to the conclusion to which they had come, shows 
a readiness to build up a case not against the judgment but against the judges. 


(17) Both the parts of the written statement and parts of the speech 
of the Home Minister are full of other matters showing that while the osten- 
sible purpose is to discuss the judgment, the real purpose is to discuss the 
judges and thereby the Supreme Court. The discussion of the minority view 
itself, although all the five Judges signed the order allowing the petition of 
Doctor Partap Singh, the failure to point out large areas of agreement between 
the majority and minority views, the bringing in of such matter, as “effect” 
“and “discretion” and of the bold assertion of rights of a political party, with- 
out any reference to the judgment, reduction of context in order to establish 
a point ; quotation from reports of very junior officers, without its support 
by affidavits, in order to establish erroneous judgment, all these circumstances 
convince me fully that both the parts of the written statement and parts of 
the speech of ihe Home Minister actually amount to a discussion of the conduct 
of the judges of the Supreme Court and in language which, in the matter of 
dignity, respectfullness and caution, leaves much to be desired. The parts of 
the written statement and the parts of the speech of the Home Minister, 
therefore, contravene Article 211 of the Constitution. 


(18) Ihave, however, also to say something in regard to the point made 
by the Advocate General that the Judgment of the Supreme Court can be 
discussed in the State Legislature. For the purpose of this examination, I would 
ignore for the time being that in actual fact, the written statement and speech 
of the Home Minister amounted to a discussion of the conduct of the 
Judges | 
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(19) Thelearned Advocate General made a distinction between ‘‘Judgment 
and Conduct". For this he relied on a principle, laid down by Lord Atkin 
that Justice was not a cloistered virtue. She must be allowed to suffer the 
scrutiny and respectful, even though outspoken comments of ordinary men. 
In ths first place, this principle docs not justify free and frank criticism to 
the extent of disrespect. Secondly,it has no application in the present case. 
There is a difference between an ordinary man and a legislator speaking in 
the House. The ordinary man while having the right of (ree and frank 
criticism is also liable to being hauled up under the ordinary law of contempt 
in case he exceeds the bounds of propriety and bona fides. This is notthe 
case where a legislator speaking in the House is concerned. The Constitution 
protects him against action for anything said in the House. The question 
here is not whether in actual fact a legislator has or has not said any- 
thing amounting to contempt. The point is that there is always a possibility 
for which no action could be taken. It seems to me that it was in these 
circumstances that Articles 121 and 211 of the Constitution were conceived. 
If it is a matter of the ordinary right of a citizen even a legislator or even 
the Home Minister can take his chances outside the House. There, his right 
to make fair criticism could be balanced against his obligation as a common 
citizen to preserve and support the independence and the dignity of the 
Supreme Court. He will, at least, have then the consolation of being able to 
atone for any excesses. 


(20) The second question that does arise, and here I disagree with the 
learned Advocate General, is: Whether the judgment declared by the Judges 
of the Supreme Court is not a part of their judicial conduct. Conduct can 
be administrative and judicial. After all, the entire process of arriving at 
a judgment involves exercise of such factors as fairness, hard work, imparti- 
ality, close application, care and proper appraisal. Discussion of a judg- 
ment can sometimes revolve round the presence or absence of the exercise 
of these important factors of personal conduct. In this connection, 1 would 
also make a reference to page 48 of Basu’s Commentary on the Constitution 
of India (4th Edition-Vol-III) : — 


“It is thus clear that in India the official conduct of a judge of 
a Supreme Court or a High Court cannot be discussed 
in any debate......... the only mode for discussing the conduct of 
a judge in the discharge of his duties is upon a motion for 
his removal......... the object of this stringent provision is to secure 
the independence of the judges not only from the executive but 
also from the legislature. Thus...........if a judge comes to 
an erroneous finding or makes adverse comments upon high 
dignitaries, the only courses open are to appeal against that 


decision f an appeal lies) or to bring a motion in the Legisla- 
ture for the removal of such a judge." 


For this view reliance has been placed, also on an incident which happened 
in the House of Commons when an UnJer-Secretary of State in the course of 
reply to the Debate, stated that the observations of the Chief Justice (of a 
Supreme Court) commenting upon the cheracter of an Attorney General were 
not justified. In reply to a question in the House of Lords, the Lord Chancellor 
replied as under :— 


“The Judges of the Supreme Court of Scychellos were as indepen- 
dent as the judges of the superior courts in England in the matter 
of their judicial duties and accordingly their judicial findings 
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could not be commented upon in a legislature except on a sub- 
stantive motion (for removal).”’ 


This should make it abundantly clear that the judgment of the Supreme Court 
is a product of discharge of judicial duties and that its discussion may amount 
to discussion of conduct. 


(21) In accordance with the consideration and circumstances discussed 

` above, [ rule that both on fact and law parts of the written statement of 
the Home Minister placed on the Table of the House on the 16th of September, 

1963 and the parts of the speech made by him on the 17th and 18th of 
September, 1963 are in contravention of Article 211 of the Constitution 


` of India. 


(22) The question now is whether parts of the written statement of the 
Home Minister and parts of his subsequent speech should be expunged in 
their entirety or should the inoffensive paragrapbs and the inoffensive lines 
in offensive paragrephs, wrich otherwise deserve to be expunged, te allowed 
to remain. 1 have decided that so far as inoffensive paragraphs are concerned, 
these need not be expunged, although they may create links between two ideas 
and may be there to develop an argument. However, it will be obviously 
in-appropriate and grammatically unsustainable to allow some sentences and 
lines to stand in paragraphs, which, according to the burden of their argu- 
ment tending to discuss the conduct of judges directly or by implica‘ion, or 
tending to minimise the judicial dignity or integrity of Judges of the Supreme 
Court, deserve to be expunged. Accordingly, I order the expunging of parts 
+ of the written statement of the Home Minister and parts of his subsequent 


speech as below :— 
Written statement: 
Para 2— 
““At the outset it is pertinent to consider :— 


Whether a minister against whom aspersions have been cast in 
a judgment of the Supreme Court can demonstrate that the 
aspersions are not justified on the material p'aced before the 
court or demonstrate that the aspersions would not have been 
cast if all the available material had been placed before the 


Court ?” 


Para 7— 


“It is already becoming a fashion to allege interference by or pres- 
sure of a minister in almost every case where executive action 
is challenged. Nothing is easier than to impute mala fides to a 
minister. It will enable unscrupulous persons to engineer cases 


. in court. and drag in ministers. Corrupt offiicials will concoct 
wi . cases alleging victimisation and mala fides. The result will be 
| that ministers will be continually defending their reputation in 


courts. The fate of a minister or ministry will become dependent 
on the fortunes of a skirmish or battle in courts.’
